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WESTBOROUGH INSANE ASYLUM 


Some readers of the Critic may remember a series of 
articles descriptive of the methods which Massachusetts uses 
in its insane asylums and Lhe way in which, under semblance 
of law, sane persons ure railroaded lo an asylum in order to 
ket rid of them, whether it be for spite, or, as is more often 
the case, in order to get control of their property. Mention 
was made at that time of a well-known Massachusetts lawyer, 
Robert W. Renfrew, whose specialty was securing the release 
of sane persons who had been committed to asylums. Mr. 
Renfrew, in his endeavors to secure the release of a lady 
whose large fortune had attracted the covetous eyes of a cer- 
tain legal gang. finally became their victim. Without being 
given a chance to defend himself he was committed to the 
Westborough State Ilospital—an euphonious name for mad- 
house—after a hearing on his mental condition instigated 
by certain lawyers and condneted by atienists some of whom 
were known to have entertained a grudge against him and 
to have made threats to run him into an insane asylum in 
revenge, 

Mr. Renfrew, perfectly sane, was detained in the West- 
horough asylam for two years, June 18th, 1921-July 19th, 
1923, after which he managed to foree his captors to release 
him. Since ihat time he has continued with unabated zeal 
to attack the Massachusetts system, 

From the Koston Telegram of Mny 29th and from infor- 
mation received from Mr. Renfrew the following is compiled. 
All refers to the Westborough asylum, 

The investigation of the representative of the Poston 
Telegram may serve to illustrate the conditions existing in the 
institution and the means by which those in power retain their 
jobs. A Mrs. Barker, a patient, as a result of her objecting 
to go to bed at five o'clock, was attacked and beaten up by 
five attendants and sullered severe contusions. A Miss 
O'Rourke, a nurse who was absent on leave at the time, was 


roquibed of ber renen to sign a paper stating that Mers. 
Darker hag sustained her injuries by falling on her head. 
As an exaptination showed that che injuries had been delil- 
oralely inilicled Miss O'Rourke refused to sign the false state- 
menl, Whereupon she was set upon by ocleves allendants, who 
threw a sheet over her head wad cast her into u Lub of cold 
waler and otherwise maltreated her. he signing of fraudu- 
lent “necident” papers is a favorite way of explaining the 
results of deliberate attacks on the part of ublendants, and 
woe be to the nurse who refuses to do so. 

In his lwo years at Westborough asylum Mr. Renfrew had 
abundant opportunities of seeing what was going on, and kept 
sureful records of his observations, Space does not permit of 
vepeating lis statement in full, After describing various 
deaths, killings, suicides, due to mismanagement and ill-treat- 
went he continues:

Choked until unconscious, right there, inside of suid “bathiuhbs.” as 
mere sport, “Jleurt disease’ is the asuni and customary Mart and 
evening hospital verdict. Stripped maked awl then thrown amung tbe 
Mast violent and dangerous aml Insane Inmates —ihis ts what is called 
the “bull pen” treatment, 

Men and even women are so beaten ut times that their 
blood spatters the floors and walls. Criminal operations on 
women are frequent, as a result af which they often die. Many 
and many a sound person is so maimed and mulilatel as to 
become crippled for life. 

Month after month there, T wotehed sine men so Irene as to 
become insane. No matter how sane an tomate may be, upon hie refusal 
to work lie is almost immediately transferred to whut is known as the 
“training wards.” otherwise hong and to the tent“ wards, Mang 
the dangcernus inmates. and the far more dangerima mnier keepers ur 
guards there. 

The food is abominable in every respect, as to quantity 
and * Although some inmates pay the state from $7 

up to $30 a week they are forced to work without remunerit- 
tion, raising food products which are used only for the ofi- 
cers’ and attendants’ tables. The actual expenditure per meal 
per inmate is only six cents! Slarvation in due time finishes 
up those who have not heen done away with in other ways. 
Those who have money can purchase food at the asylum com- 
missury, but only at graft prices. 

With regard to the attendants as he found them Mr. Ren- 
frew says: 

From 75 to 90 per cent, were aliens, mostly coming fram Nava Sensing 
or Canadian lands One or oven two gunmen; one of them even robbed 
the usylom offlee ane morning of several Huwusand dullars; libertines, 
druukards or hard drinkers: some carrying their misiresses right alone 
with them from job to joh; gamblers awl dicers; inorant, even grossly 
su in many casen: Ibievus, Stealing alike from the slate and patients and 
follow-workors; dopesters; falsenuamers, some hate shown me u Hat of n 
seare Or mors aliases under whieh they worked; traveling from Ingtite- 
ton Lo institution, stale to stele, econ fren the Atlantic te the Vacttie 
cosis, even some from farcign counlry to other countries; cigarette 
fends, males and fensales alike; inveferale lars as were maxsi uf their 
muslers: heartless and Wrutul mostly; lazy . . . cowardly, except 
ing when in pairs or trios; the bud female ones were very much like 
hlondthirsty she wolves ov packs; profame and vulgar; ex-guards af prisons 
or jails: fugitives from Justice blew in wccasionally; haech-sellers, one or 
two making Manch right on the asylum grounds and selling, osing or 
trading H; some affected with every form of social disease. T 
actnally saw Mu heard of more evine committed there than I ahnen eren 
knew, although u lnwyer myself, could be Tanni in criminal tes eus and 
statute hooks. 


And this is what Massachusetts calls a “hospital,” a place 
for the care of the unfortunate insane!

study of the universe As a whole, its origi, its laws and ite destiny. The 
aims of velence, in so far as they are not practionl or technical in their 
purposes, aro pregisely the same Sclence procdeds by discovering tacts 
of nature, bringing to their discovery ever more cunningly ilevised instru- 
ente methods. In the tasis of such «stablished facts iL constructs 
werking or tentative hh pot ese, uses (ese as culdes In seeking tew 
fuels, and replaces, revises or extends il: hypotheses continually with 
(heir vid. it is a thoroughly honest tnethod, if honestly conducted, Wf il 
be nol atieniptied tu farce (te nets to iit ihe theory, even if ib musi be 
mlinittedl that tho man uf selenee at Limes innkes the discovery of fuets 
tle prin beet and neglects to sive due regard tu the npumenon be» 
hind the established phenomenon. There ore some scientists who huve 
Wniuduined that the object of sefence is to discurer and clissify faets, 
hel to explain thom. Wat these are in the minority, and it ought in be 
clear hat only the must obvious facta gan be discovered |i) this fashion. 
He who seeks is-usually Jonking lur some definite Tact which his specula- 
tions hauva Indicated au probable, Modern chemistry, for example, could 
Hol tase come into existener had it hut Deen for Dalton's application 
of (he wnelent hypothesis of atoms, and far the hypothesis of Avogadro 
iS to the nature of gases. Fully ninetenths of the facts known to chem- 
istry today have been discovered as the oulcome of keenly devised 
ly potheses. 

The philosopher, on the other hand, usually begins by pustulating 
comin fomhiinental principles and proceeds from these to particulars, 
ty ðninlis. Very generally he begins with "Gad," or with what be calls 
“revelation,” which is uften nothing mòra (ban the speculations of other 
Hhilosophers wha have preceded fim, and proceeds tu develop a universe 
in agrement with whatever attributes he bas chosen to inne this 
“Goud” with, Sooner or later the plitesoptr, starting from and working 
tlown Front brtuctples. real or assumed, and the scientist. working upward 
from Gets, meet upon the same ground, and then the trouble bog ius. 
H is possible to entertain all sorts of scientific ypotheses, but the court 
of last resett is observed Tact. So also it is possible to bold ail kinds of 
Philosophical theories, and to be extremely happy over them, Lut here, 
too, One mest ulliimately fall back pu what ean be demonstrated. They 


may nol have advanced to the point of contacting it, or of predicting its 
discovery, but im any event they must not eontlict with it Fundamen- 
ialjam consists in sticking to the theory, and letting the deyil take the 
facts, 

As ile philosopher and the selenlist are equally in search of truth 
it is of the ulmost Inportance that each party meeting on this conimon 
ground shall understand sauiething of what the other is doing. It ts 
uy when this is attéenpted Umit n silisfactary comparisun of notes and 
wt ullimate agreement aul synthesis can be reached. Where this is 
wit deliberately atLempted misuuderstandings and mutual reerimfautions 
ure sure to follow, and those who should be heartening each other become 
cnenmies, 

This is equally Irne when we regard that particolar form of philoso 
phy enrrently designated as Theosophy. tt should be un aim of every 
uia of selence who wants to tuok beyond the enii of his sose to give 
consideration to the (heosophital philosophy as well as (a other systeres. 
Aud it ts equally true that he who studies Theosophy shawls, as far as 
{ime permits, aequaint bimself with the facts and hypotheses of science 
as stated by the scientists themselves, And this is the mere true because 
Theosophy, like science, is essentially a philosophy of evolution and {5 
sepesed to the old-fashioned notion of a creative fiat, Rulh parties are, 
we think they are, seeking TRUTII, and no one can earnestly do that as 
love as be is unwilling to modify ar even to abandon entirely bis must 
therished convictions, TE is nat seeking morn to say dogmatleally: 
"My view js right, and so mweh the worse for yours if it does not agree 
with it.” IL is nol seeking Ttup to acclaim all that agrees with ane's 
nwo opinion and to carp at all that actually or seetulngly conflicts with 
il, The vaurit Seeker is essentially a judge, not an ausoeate, Ta seek 
yvr means to he absolutely open-minded, fo be able absulutely un- 
fibehingly to chungze one’s views, no matter how wedded o hem one 
may be, This is the only road to freedom, 

Simple as il may soem, the attaimment of this state of absolute 
impartiality je one of extreme diffeylty, Ones we have adopted à concep- 
Unn it becomes part of our furniture and stock in rader ii beenmes a 
iental Habit and is as hard to renounce as habils usually are We pro- 
lect it and ward off opposing infinences lest we be pul tu the trouble and 
perhaps pain of a revision. It is not a siga of Intellectual advancement 
io be constantly clanging our opinions; hut it is a sign of advancement 
to be ever ready to do so should the facts demand it, no matter how 
much temporary canfasion it may lead to. Further, it leads to advance 
ment because it keeps the mind supple, instead of leaving it to become 
rigid under the influence of a dogma, 

The litevatiire on the relations of Theosophy and science is anitz- 
ingly scanty, and tee often what there is bears the mark of personal 
Ulas, of the attempt in warp the facts to suit one’s previous eonvictions, 
to belittle the tentatlve deductions of science when they are inconsistent 
with the theosophical standpoint, true or assumed, and to rejoice over 
seeluluy vonfirmations, It can be said that there is hardly any IMerature 
worth mentioning whiek Is not tainted with such btas and which, there 
Tore, is nor written from a fundoimeutalist slandpotit. 

It would be worth the while of every earnest student Of the philm- 
saply of Theosoply to spend one-half tris available time for study in 
uequiinting himself with the oullines of the leading branches of science 
am the liypatheses eanpented therewith, and te aint to do tits, not so 
much with the avowed intention of justifying his previous conceptions, as 
of Tearning the actual facts and familiarizing himself wilh the conclu- 
sions derived from or based upon them. That which passes for occultism 
is too ollon but a tissue of absurdities which would be patent enough did 
ane but take the time to acquire but a modicum of scleutiſſe knowledge. 

Whenever possible some actual contact with feld or laboratary work 


aud methods is destrable, in order that one may meet nature face io face 
and gët same conception of scientific methods and ways of thinking For- 
tunate are those who can de this. As for others, they should do what they 
can. Every science loday has its elenjentary and popular bandbooks, 

To those who have not the time even to do this, 1 take great pleasure 
in recommending a series of elementary acientiNce booklets written for 
theosophists, three ot which have already heen published and are named 
above. They are written by W. Scoil Lewis and published by the Theo- 
sephical Press of Chicago. Mr. Lewis is a theosophist, but the thee 
sophical features are entirely suberdlnunted ta the setentific. Having care 
fully vead the three thus fer published I am deeply impressed with the 
writers familiarity with the latent observations and conclusions of 
science, and willl (he abaence of bina. Ru Car as tose sciences with which 
I am familiar are concerned, | have not detected a statement to When, 
exception could bo taken, They present an admirable example of the 
apiril which 1 lave commented, and for this reason, us well as for the 
infurmation they convey, they ure recommended to all students, whether 
of The Secret Doctrine or otherwise. We theosophists need more of Mr. 
Lewis’ spirit. 

Other valumes of the series, which are in course of publication at 
ihe same price are: The Sun, the Lord of Life; One Sister Planeta; ta 
the Depths of Space; Astronomical Rambles. 

Incidentally T will refer to ungther much more elibarate work 
whieh T shall deal with more fully at o later time Il is Willlam Kings 
land's Nutional Myaticism, a book which has been desertbei by n promi- 
pent Ulsvatsky student as the best introduction ta the sludy of THe Serret 
Doctrine. In this I heartily concur, Mr. Kingsland Is an old the 
theasophist and student of mysticism, und his endeavar to place the study 
of these subjects on a rational basis shonld prove, a tinse who will read 
hin, an antidote to the fundamentalism whieh is threatening the progress 
of Theosophy among open-minded people.

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INSANE ASYLUMS IN WASHINGTON STATE 


It is not the intention of the Crrric to devote much space 
to insane asylums. Nevertheless these have much in common 
with prisons. Both are places of involuntary confinement; 
both are state institutions, with the exception of privately 
conducted asylums, and it is therefore to he asstimed that 
where corrupt politics, public indifference and Dail legistalian 
prevail, both kinds of institutions will be affeeted in much 
the same way: There is a strong presumption that wherever 
abuses are discovered in the administration af the penal system 
of a state, similar abuses exist in the public asylums. The 
uncovering of the one should be prima facie evidence that the 
other exists likewise, and it is reasonable to demand that 
whenever commissions sre appointed to look inte the one, 
their scope should be extended to the other alsa. 

One reason why asylums receive relatively so litle atten- 
lion is that they are regarded as hospitals and are assumod 
to be administered with the same degree of bnmanity and 
skilled intelligence which exists in hospital administration. 
“God’s in his heaven—all’s right with the insane asylums !'— 
this seems to he the prevailing sentiment. ‘Then, too, 1o in- 
mate who is perchance released from an asylum is regarded as 
a competent witness to abuses which he has seen or snilored. 
Ife was mad at the time, or supposed to be; the doctors, 
nurses and attendants were sane, so why believe what he says? 
There is a prevalent superstition that doctors and nurses are 
supermen and superwomen, morally speaking, quile ine:ipable 
of doing wrong, instead of being, as is the fact, quite ordinary 
human beines who have taken up doctoring or nursing as u 
means of livelihood, It ja supposed that when some ordinary 
mortal succeeds in getting a medical diploma he is nat anly 
competent in virtue Lhereol Lo decide all questions of health, 
physical or mental, but that he has become impervious to 
such temptations as beset the politician and prison official. 
Being thus the pink of moral perfection, no medice who has 
duly qualified as a doctor could be suspected of secking a posi- 


linn for whieh he is not specially prepared. The state laws 
regulating commitments tu asylums frequently allow family 
physicians, common pill doctors who may be able to diagnose 
n case of measlos or lo patch up a wound, to decide upon the 
fur more dilicult cases of mental disturbance, und to issue 
certificates of insunity which ave accepted by a court which 
thinks Une word of u doctor the word of God, or even to make 
direct commitments without judicial proceedings of any kind. 
Even where (he law specifiewly calls for the opinion of an 
alienist it makes no reasonable provision for deciding whether 
the alienist is duly qualified us such, or has simply adopted 
this title in the pursuit of dollars. 

The result of this, combined with human greed, is that 
a charge Of insanity is eusily cooked up and utilized by design- 
ing persons to railroad sane people into asylums in order to 
get control or possession of their property or for other reasons 
of a personal natuie. Where the property stake is large it is 
possible to pay a handsome sui to n private usylum for the 
koop of the vietiin, large enough to cause any not over 
sevupulous superintendent to hesitate before giving clearance 
pupers to so profitable a patient. Prisons have been used as 
a means of getting rid of people for private motives, but this 
is nat se easy. A definite criminal act has to he established 
to the satisfaction of a jury, and perjury is risky, People 
je not sent to prison heeause of having a criminal tendency, 
Bul it is the exnel reverse with asylums, Jere it is the 
Lendeney, not the get, which is the basis of the commitment 
to an asylum rather than a prison. Given a strong desire to 
gel cid of an inconvenient person any small eccentricity may 
be made use of and magnified into insanity. Being credulous 
enough to be imposed upon by designing spiritualist mediums, 
combined with the possession of property, has caused people, 
otherwise sane, to be railronded by relatives who themselves 
were probably fooled every day of their lives by some trades- 
man, stock booster or newspaper advertisement, and who 
thought it not inconsistent with sanity to believe that a woman 
could be made out of a rib. But where there's a will there's 
A Way. 

As to actual abuses existing in asylums I refer to the last 
Critic. That Massachusetts is not the only state where these 
exist will appear from the following letter. Its writing was 
ontirely spontaneous and was not elicited by anything which 
has appeared in the Critic oy the subject.

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THE NATIONAL CRIME COMMISSION 


Just why the recently organized “National Crime Cam- 
mission“ calls itself by that name would be hard te say. A 
“emnmission” is a body af people appointed hy some authority 
for a specified purpose. The National Crime Commission has 
unt been appointed hy any autharity, governmental, judicial, 
legal, religious, social or otherwise, Tt has simply appointed 
itself, and the name is a Misnomer. A body of men led by 
Judge Elbert II. Gary met together and proceeded te Jay plans 
for the study and suppression of crime in the United States. 
It proposes to get busy aud do something more than make 
crime surveys. Judging from the names mentioned in con- 
nection with it il will have unlimited funds at its dispasal 
and is therefore likely 10 exert a powerful inlluence in sey- 
eral ways. 

That the causes and cure of crime need deeper study 
nobody will deny, and iL is earnestly to be hoped thut the asso- 
ciation will nat allow itself to he switched by popular ontery, 
or by the demands of members it attracts to itself, Trom mak- 
ing its investigations impartial and many-sided, Thus for, 
if one can draw any conelusion from press reports, and from 
the names of those who have endorsed it, it deserves rather 
to be designated as a “Business Men's Proteetive Association.” 
There is plenty of evidence of a desire to get afler aml sup- 
press the criminal, and but little indication of an intention 
to probe into the deeper causes underlying erine, Letters 
approving its objects are stated to have been received ſwun 
the National Association of Credit Men, the American Insti 
tnte of Accountants, the National Vigilance Committee of the 
Associated Advertising Ciubs, and the American Dankers” 
Assoviation. ‘These are bodies directly interested in (he 
speedy apprehension and punishment of criminals rather an 
in underlying causes and prevention. The Cook County Tank- 
ers’ Association recently offered a reward for shooting bandits 
at sight, and this probably represents the average feeling- 


Mark O. Prentiss, a leading member, is quoted as saying: 
"When we gel before us the various officials interested in the 
enforcement of the eringinal laws we hope to be ablo to Ining 
nbout a closer cooperation and courduation among Cie police, 
the distvict attorneys, the judiciary, penal ingtitations aud 
parole bourde. ‘The lack of such cooperation is painfully up- 
parent to any one.“ 

This, while highly desirable, represents only the nus 
side, the suppression and punishment of erime, The olficials 
mentioned, with the exception of parole hoards, ave such as 
make their living by running down and punishing criminals 
and swe not concerned with remedial action. There is there- 
lure grave danger of the Conmiission being unduly swayed 
by the suppressive side of the crime question and that wider 
issues may receive but seml attention. Granted that police 
veform, judicial reform, speedier trials and more certain im 
position of penalties are important, any person who has fol- 
lowed the course of events will know that under such influ- 
vices there is a strong tendency to call for more severe pen- 
allies, renten harshness of prison discipline, tightening up or 
even wepon of parole laws, restraint of pardoning power, and 
un equi disposilion to condemn humanitarian methods, The 
criminal is un outlaw and should he treated with severity to 
the limit, once a criminal, always a criminal—such are the 
sunlinents prevailing in such classes, The question what is 
to becmne of Lhe conviet finally, whether he can he nade over 
ov not, whether he is worth an attempt at salvage, this is 
wholly a secondary affair, and those who believe this to be 
possible ave likely to meet with little consideration. 

One of the first steps of the Commission will be the or- 
ganization of a bureau of statistics manned Ly expert statis- 
ticians. Mr. Prentiss says: “We intend, through such a com- 
niitlee, to gather very complete statistics in a selentifie man- 
ner, su that it will be possible, as fur as statistics can teach 
us, to compaire specific felonies in New York with similar 
evinies in Philadelphia, Chicago and other cities.” Considering 
the fact that a eriniinal may be operating in New York today 
and in Chicago a month hence, the value of such a study is 
prohlematieal. 

One of the greatest services such a bureau of statistics 
could vender wauld be a careful statistical study of the work- 
ing of the parole laws in each state wilh the aim of discov- 
ering, if possible, the relations between parole and recidivism. 
There is a huge outery against the parole system on the part 
of ill-informed people, based on the indisputable fact that 
parolees sometimes go wrong, and we are sadly in need of 
reliable information which will settle once for all whether 
parole, rationally applied, increases or diminishes recidivism.

Further, in view of the outery against supposed laxity in | 
treating convicts, there should be a statistical study of the | 
after-effects of the old-fashioned stern and relentless disci- 
pline on the one hand, and the more humane methods on the 
other, These are complicated questions, but we need to solve 
them with the aid of facts, not surmises, If there are ex- 
tremes in either direction we need to determine the happy 
medium between rigor and liberality. Further, authentic fig- 
ures bearing on the question whether capital pnnisment really 
checks crime would be of the greatest value. 

Simultaneously with the formation of the Crime Commis- 
sion and instigated thereby, we are being treated to one of 
the periodical press outbursts in whieh the terms “maudlin 
sentimentality,” “coddling,” “pampering” and the like are free- 
ly used, and the delusion is countenanced that crimes of vio- 
lence can be diminished by prohibiting the manufacture and 
sale of firearms. Most of this talk is arrant nonsense, with 
the single exception of thy demand for speedier justice. What 
the talk about “sentimentality” really means is: “Beat ‘em up, 
damn em.“ People who know something about convicts 
know that this talk about pampering is grossly exaggerated 
and that beating em up is one of the best possible recipes for 
engendering desperadoes.

8, your Independent Wavataky Soefety ar the Ku Klux Klan, 
I! perchauee you should do so you would be none the happier, for you 
world miss the stimulis of conflicting opinions. AN you could do would 
be to sit ronud and nod your heads at cach other—"Jnst so“ and “Just 
so’—till you all fll asleep, Take from each what you can. 

Sumebuly once remarked that the chief use of Insane asylums Is 
to help Chose outside ta think that they are sune themselves, If tt will 
comfort you you might apply this idea in your assuciation with your 


Iwo societies. If you are nol yuile sure of yonr own theosophical sanity, 
porhaps they will help you to a feeling of assurance. 

This is not intended as a reilectlun on those socleties by any means; 
jt is aly a prescription (6 be laken in an emergeney, a sorl of spiritual 
pareyoric When you äre overwholnved with an attack of cynicism. At 
ner times you should remember ihat eyyleism—real cynicism, not the 
dnd assumed for purposes of xppearan¢e—is a sorl of craziness itself. 
Which is worse, Lo have a wrong notion about how man was created, 
ur a Wrong Notion aboul what We is today? Admitted (hat a correct 
knowledge of man's origin may help us to understand bim after all 
it will do us but litle service if we remain blind to ble present nature, 
te his infinite possibilities, You yourself know well that you have in 
you that which is far better than that which appears on the surface and 
passes with others us J — ü—— Lon may feel this under (he 
hene of Nise, of poetry or art, of nuble words and deeds, and pre- 
eminently of Inve, If you have wastered yourself! you will know it at 
all mes. Coljsegiiently you inust Know, unless you are conceited enodeh 
io think yoorsell a hantau anumaly, that others have this likewise. Your 
fellow-lheoseplisis, sume of them, way be a bit of on scientific mat- 
ters, but they are not one bit more off than the owe who, like you, ts 
always lonking for the dirt, for the evldence of the beast in man, rather 
tau for the evidences uf his divinity. 

It is quite needless for you to talk of Hehting your lantern and 
Hunting for a true theosaphist, Hunt ret In yourself, and after you 
hare found the best yeu can, Jook for this in other people It would be 
lite Lo tell a theusephist like yourself in “learn to realize the Sell.” 
You hear it said everywhere, but it is not so often emphasized that it 
is no more important than learning to realize the Self in others, and 
anly in this Jies the basis of true human solidarity. This dees not mean 
that you must get yourself straightened out on the relation of Atm. 
Buda and Manas, in fact, 1 doubt if any purely intellectual compre- 
hensto is of men value. There are people of all ereda and of none. 
Tundamentalisis and agnostics, who hure learned to look for the higher 
Self in themselves and others, while there are students of Theosophy 
who, if they lave this habit, mavage yery successfully lo conceal il. 
When you can see that the inner nature of every human being is some- 
thing beautiful and Javable you will disenunt, even if not denying, those 
unpleasant defects Wich are attributable to a personality sorely influ- 
enced by lower desires, by selfishness, by Irritability due to the stress 
vf lite aud of having tu associate with querutous and cynical people. 

This abiilly tu see, to sympathize, lo love and thereby to feel ihat 
however perplexing the universe tay be there is a principle of Love 
baci of it is, | think, the very biggest accomplishment one Is capable 
ui It js of itself that whitch leads une to act in accordance with the 
great law of evolution! it is its own justification and its own reward. 
Why quote you again hat famous epistle of Paul the Apostle: 


If I speak with the tongues of men and angels, bul have not jove, 1 
am become sounding brass, ur a clanging cymbal, And if I have the 
bitt of prophery, and know all mysteries and all knowledge; and ff J 
lave all faith, so as to remove iountains, but bave not love, I am 
wothing. . . Hat now abldett fail, bope, Juve, Ihese inree and 
the greatest of these is love. 


You Gun apply this to your studies of theosophical philosophy. With- 
aut Inve they profil you nothing, And it is just for this reason that you 
shoul! not get worked up and impatient because there are differences 
ot opinion as to what one should believe, and whether this or that book 
is essential, thls or that theory true, As well throw a tantrum because 
of the clothing your lriend wears. When you find people—i have not— 
who have radically changed thelr lives and their attitude towards their 
fellows because of their belief in the Absolute, in the Law of Cycles 


ar the One Soul, or in some theory as the origin of man, then you may 
huyve some reason to differ with me, but tin you have, you can look on 
these as non-essentials, not for thensophical theory, hut for the Dian- 
sophical life. This may sound dreadfully heretical, but 1 am only walt 
Ing to find such people, or only one or two of them, 

Your cynicism is more than mere blindness; It te rushing dawn hend- 
long into the sen- Think of the good in others and it stimulates the 
same In yourself; think only of the evil, and that which is evil tn 
yourself responds; you become that which you dwell upon. Finally, 
hatred and selfishness get the better of you and you start evolving Danik- 
wards as fast as you can. That is no way for a person as evidently 
inteligent as you are. 

You will understand, I am sure, that | am no advocate of fundamen- 
taltem in Theosophy unless for those who cannot ar have not the time 
to think and to investigate. We must admit that all of the real advindes 
the race has made In the way of a better understanding of nature and 
of ite application to human needs, material and mental, have been due 
to those who have insisted upon standing upon their right to think freely 
and fearlessly, And yet, on the otber hand, it is faith which has enabled 
countless millions to withstand the stress of life; it Is faith which has 
given us those beautiful examples of art and architecture which have 
come down to us. The best that the past has left us js that which man 
has created, however blindly and tmperfectly, in service to his gode. 
In insisting upon freedom of thought one ts tou apt to despise faith, 
and the two are regarded, and with some truth, as aniagoulstic But 
this is not of necessily the case and I feel that the great problem la the 
harmonizing of the two jn a rattonal falth, or what William Kingsined 
calle Rational Mysticism,” a falth broad and flexthle euough to admit 
of modification, but too strang to admit defeat. You will find a help to 
this in the great poets, notably in Rrowning and Whitman. It was 
Browning who pulled me out of the slough of agnosticism before I had 
heard of Theosophy, and who paved the way for ft, Today. when I am 
besst with skepticism, as le offen enough ihe case, T stili have recourse 
to these, and J alm to preface a reading of The Secret Doctrine with a 
few minutes alone with a poet. When | negteet this, ns I often have 
to do, it is always to my detriment. There is no such eloud-dtapeller, 
Poetry of the right sort stimulates the imagination, sets the mystical 
intuition to work, und makes Lhe study of these recondite subjects far 
easier, 

Need I repeat what I have told you time and time again? Eurgur⸗ 
age the devotional spirit; develop an faden which you cat grasp; learn 
to love, If not a living being, then some ident which you have made fur 
yourself, some saint, some Holy Virgin, some Beatrice, some Dulciner 
del Toboso, or whal not, The seed thus planted and carefully nurtured 
will in ilime lead you to the broader love and to a realization of ihat 
fundamental principle of things without which Theosopby is but a dead 
mass of doctrine; the pressed and dried botanical specimen where ymi 
should have the living lower.

A recent press report 
states that one Iugalls, who was sent to Leavenworth for (wo years for 
using the mails to defraud in connection with a supposed worthless oil 
stock, bas just finished his term and left the prison a millionaire While 
there, oll was struck on fhe property he was trying to dispose of “irau 
dulendy,” and he is now clad that the governmeut stepped in and pre- 
vented his selling that stock. 


Not Fit to Justen To. Thirteen Roman Catholic students were re- 
cently expelied from the high school at Faith, South Dakota, fur refusing 
in remain in the schsel while the Bible was being read. The Cathalies 
altempted to gel a mandamus requiring their reinstatement, hut the court 
decided Lhat it was within the right of the sehoal board to expel them. 
The legal question involved is the tight of the school board to Insist 
ven compliance with any rules they may preserihe, under pain of expub 
sion. While we consider forced attetidance at religious exerclees upon 
pain of being deprived of an education absolutely idlutie and contrary 
to all American principles, the actinn of the Cathulies in refusing to 
Nston to the ible reading is sufficient proof that this chureh is nothing 
but priestcraft masquerading under the name of Christianity. A Bible 
Society which makes it its business (o place Bibles in hotel rooms has 
recently reported that whenever these hotels were visited by Catholic 
students the Bibles were either destroyed or thrown ont the windows. 


Lynching Urdicing Unfashionable, Only sixteen lynchings occurred 
in the United States in 1924—twelve negroes and four whites—the small- 
est umher for forty years, ‘The reason for the talme off of this once 
buputar entertainment is not entirely clear, nut it may perhaps be at- 
iributed in part tos sentiment against it created by the attempt two years 
aga in enact a Federal law permitting the Government to deal with cases 
of lynching when the state neglected or refused to do so. Lynehers and 
(heir accomplices would have met with small consideration at the hands 
of a Uuited States court, while convictlons in state courts were notori- 
ously dificult to secure.

| learn fram the St. Louis Pest-Despateh of August 22d 
that ten assault warrants have heen issued against deputs 
constables and private detectives in St. Louis County lor 
haying maltreated and tortured one George Lewhardt, a truck 
farmer, Who was under arrest an suspicion of having: murdered 
his wife. 

It appears ihat Lenhardt was subjected to a continuous 
“examination” for nineteen hours in the endeavar lo extort 
a confession, and was finally handed over to the sheriil in 
such condition from bruises and abrasions that he had ta he 
sent to a hospital for treatment. An examination by aphysician 
indicated a temperature of 10.2; his body was bruised and 
lacerated and whole bunches of hair had been pulled from 
his head. 

According to Lenhardt, he was beaten unmereifully with 
rubber hose and billies. Me was then taken from jail and driven 
to a remote corner of the county where his torture was con- 
tinued. A hangman's noose was dangled before his eyes, food 
was refused him, a stiff broom was run through his hair, 
he was knocked down and finally strung with handels from 
a steam pipe with his toes barely touching the ground. All 
of these failed to extort a confession, 11 is reported that 
there have been other beatings of prisoners in St. Jawis 
County and the Grand Jury is to he asked to investigate theni, 
The penalty to which these enthusiastic upholders of kiw and 
order are subject, if convicted, is six months in jail and 
$100 fine. 

Not long ago u verdict af murder passed upon a Chivunan 
in the District of Columbia was invatidated by the tmited 
States Supreme Court because a confession Secured through 
protracted mental torture was brenght inte court More re- 
cently a county policeman at Rockville, near Washington, was 
sent to the house of correction far having used foree in an 
attempt to extert a confession. St. Louis is not in Chini nor 
even in Alaska and it is surprising that officers of the law 


should net huve learned by this time that confessions extorted 
in this fashion will nol receive recognition in court and that 
ihe suspect will be protected by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, IT need be. Probably the sume thing, even if 
loss pronounced and limited to making the suspected victim 
non compos mentis and forcing him lo sign a confession, oc- 
curs every day, 

The zuhninistration of lew in this country is beemning 
every day imore disgraceful. Apart from acts of direct viv- 
lence agamet defenseless suspects, even on the part of offi- 
cers of the Department of Justice, witness the contemptible 
inethads sometimes employed by prohibition ollicials, such as 
provoking violations of the law, or making love lo women in 
order to secure evidence. One reason, without doubt, for these 
things is that officers of the law, whether they be police, de- 
leclives or prosecuting attorneys, are expected to wake a 
record for themselves. As a Borneo headhunter’s slandivg in 
his community is measured by the number of skulls he can 
exhibit, here a state’s attorney is esleemed according to the 
Mumme of men he has sent bo the gallows or the chair. There's 
money and political promotion in it, that's why. 

How lo prevent oflicial brutality is a question, hut cer- 
tain it is that no exumination of a suspected offender should 
be permitted except in the presence of his logal counsel or a 
representative of the court, who shall be authorized to exer- 
cise some cheek upon the procecdings, and to Le witness to 
abuses.

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HOW MISSOURI TREATS ITS PRISONERS 

In the days of the war the Missouri State Penitentiary 
at Jefferson City was one of the worst penal hell-loles in 
the United States. The well-known lecturer, Mrs. Kate Iich- 
ards O'llave, whe had the misfortune to be sentenced hy a 
Federal court for too free denunciation of war, was sent to 
this prison, and after her release submitted a report to the 
President on the horribly Jautal treatment to whieh women 
were subjected, which was widely circulated and a review 
of which mny be found in the Crrric of October 27th, 192%. 

Partly as a result of this exposure, which certainly 
branded the people of Missouri as the most God-forsaken lot 
of Christians to be found in the United States, shame and 
denunei:tion led to a decided degree of reform, which reached 
its height under Warden Crawford. At the same time the 
contract system of labor was largely if not wholly abolished. 
Karly this year, however, thanks to a new governor and the 
usual political reasons, Warden Crawford was dismissed and 
a new prison hoard appointed, and then the reaction beran. 
The contract system was put inte full force again, the liberal 
rules regarding Lhe receipt of letters, literature and parcels 
were abolished, and heginning April Ist a new and stringent 
set of rules was enforced, Prisoners are not allowed to re- 
ceive any printed matter whatever except that coming direct 
from the publisher, while parcels of all sorts without excep- 
tion wre forbidden. Ostensibly intended ta prevent the smug- 
gling of contraband, especially of drugs, this rule, which is 
not enforced to the limit in more than two or three other 
prisons, is in reality n flimsy excuse for forcing inmates to 
patronize the “prison commissary,’ which, if properly man- 
aged is a necessary adjunet, but which is in many cases simply 
a means of petty graft, food and other necessities oy Inxuries 
heing sold at an advanced price, advantage being taken of 
the helpless condition of the prisoners to rob them. This 
scheme is further promoted by half-starving the prisoners 
and forcing them to purchase fond, 


As fat as | kyow uo complaints were sent oul by tinder- 
grown channels during the administration of Warden Craw- 
ford. lronvedintely after the installation of the new war- 
den, S. I. Nix, evnplaints began to he received, sane of which 
have caine into immy Rands. Contented men do not need to 
viude the censor and recurring underground letters are one of 
the surest indications that something is wrong. I can give 
space to only a few yuotations from these letters, which are 
not spomdic, and which will show something of the degree 
to whieh this institution has retrograded, It must be remem-

From the above, selected from various letters, it seems 
that Missouri is maintaining a syslem of slavery even more 
despicable than negro slavery at its worst, for the negro wis 
at least fed and cared for. Ile eost money, but as for the 
convict, he costs nothing, so to hell with him, damn him; 
there are plenty more to he had to work for the political con- 

ractors who are enriching: themselves from his labor.

Awl Just as long as anciety or any considerable part at it acts on such 
rinetples the solution of social problems becomes a tiatter of enormous 
diMeutly, 

Thensopliy denies totally the possibility of evading individual re- 
spousibility. According to the doctrine ef Karina the result of every act 
must be borne sooner or later by the individual himself; there is no escape 
Witatever from this. Ti matters nothing if he should escape ihe penalty of 
the lu w. or if someone, man or god, offers to take bis drubbing for him 
Theasoplly therefore denies without qialifeation the possibility of a 
Vicarions alanenjent, The debt whieh one has ticwrred lu another must 
he settler, either iu inis life ur in another; it can no mare be unloadert 
upon a redecmer ilian can concer or dyspepsia be unloaded upon the 
plysivia. Howeter disheartening at first the conception may be, con- 
sideration sliould show that it is right; a debt is always à debt de facta. 
even if nol de jure; an obligation cannot be annulled by being Forgiven;

Uelief in the wolly of 
all Ute, in brotherhooil as a philosophical aletraction, whieh is a favorite 
topic with ‘Theosophiats, is quite compatible With grossly selfish action, 
The root of love lies far deeper in the soul, It needs no ela ant on. 
no theory of iis nature; if is not a master for reason; it is iis owm 
explanation, Ius Own justifedtion, itn own reward, ‘Those who Have test 
served the human race, whether in great affairs or in the small matters 
of dally life, have done so, not because of philosophy, bul because they 
obeyed an innér impulse. 

To enter fully inte this matter would be beyond my present limit, 
Lut if suet a spirit is to be evoke, and fortunately it is latent in all 
te, every effort must be made to enllivate it as a part of edieation 
fverything which tends to stiniilate the i\tiselfish love nulure shuuld he 
appealed to, ihe sense of devotion, sympathy fur friends, far playnraotes, 
for animals, alf that helps us to understand others, ves, even all that 
siimplates the sense of beauty. Today we hold that “suecess” means 
suceess far oneself; our education is largely responsihle for this, When 
our youth are bronght up to feel that success is a trust, that it ts in- 
separable frum success for others, we shall have gone well towards build 
ing up Lhe second baste principle for solving our Social problems.

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NAPANOCHIAN FLAPDOODLE 


In a letter to the New York Heruld-Tribhune of August 3d 
Dr. Walter N. Thayer, Jr, superintendent of the Institute for 
Defective Delinquenis ai. Napanoch, N. V., says that “Te 
further believes that no convicted ¢riminal should be returned 
to society either on parole or by discharge until there has been 
considerable evidence that his attitude towards soecicty has 
been changed.” ‘That means, of course, an indeterminate sett- 
tence with no upper or maximum limit short of life eonfine- 
ment. 

Theoretically, and suppasing that our penal institutions 
were conducted in such a anner as to change his attitude 
if at all possible, that might be well enongh. But many of us 
know, and Dr. Thayer should know, that there are nian 
prisons which are not so conducted, and that these simply 
intensify the convict’s hatred und defiance of society. Tangs- 
ing men by tha wrists for days at a stretch, confining them 
in underground dungeons, hall-starving them or feeding them 
on lonthsotme food, logging then: when they are unable to 
complete the tasks imposed on them by greedy coutrictors 
or Laskinasters, locking them up without sufficient physical 
exercise to keep the body healthy, ov without sufficient entei 
tainment to keep the mind sound, refusing medical itid to 
those who ave ill and driving them with threats of the lash 
to their daily tasks, beating them up when they resent these 
things, keeping tubercular patients on beds of straw without 
sheets or sullicient covering and without the attendance of a 
purse Lill they drop aver dead, letting their families starve, 
if they have any, killing (hem wilh overwork or corrupting 
them with idleness, driving then: insane will brutality, these 
and many other abominable practices prevail at this very day, 
and society has no one lo blame but itself if such men are 
finally released with the desire to take revenge. Dr. Thayer 
should know these things, and he should know that it is idle 
to talk of unlimited indeterminate sentences as long as prisans 
are what they are. 


The Missouri? State Penitentiary, avenge others, is opel- 
ated in the interest of a gang of pofilical eotraclors who hire 
the lahr of conviels al an absunmlly small priee, and who 
have been installed with the connivance of a governor who 
has openly declared that le will “let the convicts rot before 
he will parole them.“ It is to the interest of these contrac- 
tors lo see thal the couviet does vot change his attitude 
Lowards society, and that he shali he held just as Jong as pos- i 
sible in order to profit by hin. They are uot going ta pive { 
him a chance to change his attitude towards society if they 
ean lwip it, The passage of an uniiudted indeterminate 
sentence law in Missouri, a law by which the sontence has on 
upper linit and ony be extended do life if those personally 
interested choose to do so, would be nothing less than a crime 
of society against he criminal, as well as a piece of albomi- 
nable stupidity. 

Dr. Thayer, clearty, whatever his ability us a psychia- 
trisi and administrator of an institution for halfewits, is a 
glaring example of the myopie theorist and specialist who 
knows nothing ov reluses to learn anything of the bronder 
problems of human umture, or of prison administration as 
governed by politics, igmurance and greed. 

I have always opposed the unlimited indeterminate sen- 
tence for the reason that at the present day we have abso- 
lutely no guarantee whatever that a penal institution, do- 
cently and humanely administered toduy, may not tomerraw, 
thanks to the shittlug winds of politics, fall into the hands 
of ignorant, brutal, ov yveedy people, bent not only on court- 
ing popularity by favoring any passing whim of the public, 
but on using the criminal as a slave to be exploited for per- 
soual profit. The fixed linit to every indeterminate sentence 
is today the only puarantee which protects the offender from 
greed, beutalily, personal spite of enemies, stupidity of of- 
ficiuls, whims of theorists, and gives him another chance at 
life, It says to society: “Thus far shalt thou go with thy 
punishment or revenge, but no further.” 

We know something of the fashion in which people are 
vailvonded into insane asyluins and held there indefinitely at 
the behest of those who want to keep (hem out ef the way, 
ov because they are good payers andl profit the owners of the 
Institution. Such things are quite as possible in peual institu- 
tions Where there is sone pecuniary interest at stake. 

Unfortunately, we fear, it is just this type of theorist, 
standing behind the almighty medical degree, which is most 
likely to seoure the attention of the gentlemen of the National 
Crime Commission,

The Theosophical Society was formally founded In New York on 
November 17th, 1875. As there are some differences ut opininn us to 
how this came about it might be well to quote a statement regarding 
it which praceeds from the highest authority, to wit, a letter from the 
Master Morya to A. P. Sinnett, written abont February, 1882, to be fouml 
in The Mahatwea Letters to A. I. Stwunett, page 263: 

As we ure not likely, worthy sir, fo correspond very offen no - —1 
will) tell you something you should knew, and may derive profil from. 
On the 17th November next the Seplenary lerm of trial given the 
Society at Its foundation tn whieh to discreetly “preseh us“ will expire- 
One or two of us hapel that the world had so far advanced intellectually, 
if not intnitionaliy, that the Occult dectrine might gain an intellectual 
acceptance, und the Impulse given for a new cyele of occult research. 


(Hhers wiser us ii welt new sone bonded Gillette, bit cousont was 
kiya ter the trial Do was stituted, however, that the esperinient 
eee he Made Indopendeoiiy ot unr perma! mmagemenl; that there 
suomi he ne eee tuienterence by worselves. in casting ahont we 
Hil i American the man to aiid ms leader--a main of great moral 
ane, cen, and having obier good qualiiles, He was far from 
boing the best, but (us Me. Hume speaks in II. J* i's enge) -le was 
the host ane available.

Whatever may be said ahot the motives aud Intentions of the 
others why took part ip the formal organisation this letter shows clearly 
what were the powers behind ile scenes, what were the olijects and who 
were ſhe veal founders. The Mahatinas were the real founders and the 
invisibly powers, Colonel Olcott and Madame Blavatsky were the visible 
founders, conselonsly acting under superior orders. Others, whe formed 
(he Sociely at the gutsel and were perlapa acers of the same, are not 
lo le regarded as foujidere m other than a technical sense, such as Is 
imple by the phrase “churler member” And the objecta of the 
Soclhuy? As Maluta Morya says, they were “lo disereetly preach ya.” 
which Oona, beyond Weibl, to besen the philosophy and ethies of the 
Maluctias, to do what the Mahatma wanted done. 

What were the teachings and where nre they to be found? Primarily, 
OF coe, In whatever direct stufemunty we have frum the Mahatmas. 
Such plilements are to be found in the recently published At 
betters te A, P Sinnott wud in the sumll volume of Letters from fhe 
Muatein of the Wisitom, as well as in oernatonai but rare authenticated 
Columns published elsewhere In much more voluminous form 
Miey ure io be found in The Seeret Doctrine of II. P. Blavatsky, of whieh 
we have tie direet endorsement by Mahatma K. II. (Letters from the 
Masters of the Widom, page 54). iowever Cragmentary the direct le“ 
lers may he, they must be regarded, wnt at necessity ae infallible, hut at 
any mue us presenting e doctrines of the Mahatmas; they must remain 
the nutherily par Vece, Whether what they teach will be accepled 
iv its mntivety by any ladividual win depend upon lis conceptions of 
what Mabatmas are, andl of the sources of thelr Information: that is to 
say, they are abselulcly authoritative as to the Mahatmic doctrines, 
Whether they are whlinwitely and unquestionably true in every minnie 
et or Hot. 

Whe same applies In a slightly qualified degree to he Secret Doctrine 
(original edition) und to other writings of II. P. Ulovatsky. Tue qualif- 
Culion Hes only in (he tact that the word of the Guru must logically take 
lH eeedowce of the word of the cielo All ather writings, whether by Sih- 
neti, by Judge, by Beant, hy Leadbeater, or any one else, can be accepted 
na genalnè Malmatmic teachings in eviry detail umly when checked up 
wilh and ceuticomed by te original sources. Simple as this may be, Ji is 
wholly disregarded hy (ie majority of Ihuse who call theinselves theoso- 
phisis, most of whom are content with accepting as the word of 
the Masters anylhing which may be lold them by their leaders. 

II. P. B. issued the two volumes of Zhe Secret Doctrine in 1888: 
The Key te Theosophy was published in 1889 and a second unaltered 
edition in J890; The Feten uf the Silence appeared in 1889; her Answers 
fo Questions on the Sceret Doctrine propounded in the Rlavatsky Lodge 
of Ludo was published In 1889 These, and some minor papers, pib- 


lished at luterrals wp iu ler death, Muy Rth, 131, contain what H, I. R 
had Lo sag on Theosophy us the accredited direct agent” oF the Mahatmas 

Consequently, if we want Iie real Theosophy, the Theosophy an- 
thorized by the Mahatmas, we migut as well Aruw a Sharp line with the 
year 1891. Whalever muy be thought of offer later banks which purport 
to give her (eachings, and those of the Manatmms, will 7891, as fut ns 
we are able to prove, the volume of “revelation” was elnsed 

In his valuable paumhlet, Some Obsevrutions on the Study vf The 
Seeret Hehe vf H. F. Bluvatyky, U. P. Wadia says (page 18); 

And htl order Lo understand what she dees wean, it is neressary ta see 
what she herself tas sald, to let her writings speak, and not use hooks 
wiitten by other people in order to understund H. P, B,; rather jt is 
wise to use what IL P, D. herselt hag written, Thr Brrret Duette, Iyis 
Lupen. A Modern Panarion, hive Firws af Theesaphy—all of these books 
can be studied to get a clenner dea of her teachings. 

It we except Whe WVahutna Letters, published since the above was 
written, I heartily concur in what Mr Wadia says. Whatever may be 
expedient for theosophical babes and steklings, serious students ať 
Thensnphy should use other books only to elucidate, if passible, what 
H. P. B, and the Masters lave written. They should so to the origina) 
sources and make these the basis of their studies and nat use snme 
other book as a basis tor siudy and H. P. B.'s and the Masiers wrilings 
for reference only. To do this latter implies eliiier t certain disloyalty, 
or a distrust of their own inteliigence and intuition. H. P. B la far 
more incid than any of her epitomigers, and personally I have found in 
these originals a source of delight and Ulumination when the socalled 
epilomes, Oceans, and what not, have produced £ feellng of despair mixed 
with nausea. 

Theosophy, then, consists of the Malatmic teachings zs presented 
by theniselves or by others oder their direct supervision and with their 
sanction, Any special statement or Interpretation nude by other writers 
must fully agren with these: awy addition, anything worked cut fn 
grenter detail, no matter how plausible and gnod it may be, is not ta 
be regarded as a pertiun of the original Theosophy, but as having humaa 
authorization only. When it purports to have been derived from some 
superhuman or extrahuman source, the burden of proof lies Upon the 
üne propounding it that this source is what it claims to be. When it is 
obtained by supposediy clairvoyant or other psychic methods, such as 
iwediumisiic communications, automatic writing, reading the akaslijec 
records or what not, it behooves the one putting it forth to prove that 
these are reliable. Otherwise it is tu be ranked only with other philoso- 
phical speculations. No amount of self-assertion, of clainrs to Intercourse 
with the gods, no endutsement by admirers, cau give it any further value 
than this. Purported Mahatmic cohimunicativns must bear in tlem- 
solyes the evidence of their genuineness, When we find communications, 
for instance, claiining to come from the Master Morya, whose blunt and 
terse English every reader of The Mahetma Letters knows, couched In 
arehale English, sometimes ungrammatical. vague in eapression and seii- 
timeni, and resembling the familiar style of moralizing (o be encountered 
in senher rooms, we do not necessarily any “Fraud,” but we say that the 
recipient Is selfleluded, When we find that sturdy dengunger of church 
aud ceremonial, the Mahatma K. H., in his letters to Sinuett in 1882 and 
thereabouts, posing today as an endorser of the Liberal Cathulle Church, 
with its ritual, its absolution and black magic, we suy the same. We 
know how the Mahaimas Morya and Koot Hoomi wrote in 1882. Whea 
they begin to thou“ and “ye” their hearers, to attempt flowery diction 
like a would-be poet, we can only smile at the credulity of those who 
can accept such derenerated Mahatmas on the authority of & medium 
Mahatmas are pot prigs; they are at least cultured beings; they do not 


resort to tricky of style which are in alominably poor tite, neithor da 
tbey say this today and the opposite tomorrow. The style adopted by 
most of these modern Mahatmas is such thet should any Visible Liman 
being attempt to work it off un us we would without hesitation sel thw 
down as unbalanced. It la respectfully suggested to those who wish to 
Introduce their pet Mahatmas that Instead of nsiwg the Bnglish of King 
James's day they make it still more tmpressive to the susceptible by 
going buck to Chaucer, 

Now thal the fiftieth anniversary of (he Theosophical Soċlety ls at 
hand, it might be of Interest to Inquire what 1E, P. U. would Ami had 
happened to her work and to the society which she helped to establish, 
were she to return among us. True, It is claimed by Mra, Annie Besant 
und Mr. Charles W. Leadbeater that she Man already roineartinted, and 
the latter goes so far as to tell us that be has Weld astral Interviews 
with her and that she has expressed her wulisfaction with the present 
state of affairs, But that's just Leadbeater. So far cle ia keeplng dis 
creelly in the background—aomewhere in the Uimolayne, tt fe 810 
and makes herself known mly when some new fad ur Fulher Leadheater 
needs to be endorsed. 

What would she find? First of all, he would find thal ber Thon- 
sophical Socleiy has given birth to a variety of organivationa, all hark 
ing back to her, all produced by budding, sweating, fisaton, parturition, 
or whatever other modes of reproduction are possible. I lave mo idea how 
many of these societies there are. Some are wellknown, aten are 
simply small groups, local (ndges, for instances, which bave broken awny 
from the parent suctety. Some adhere with tolerable fidelity te the 
original teachings; some Incline to psychisin and have thelr own par 
ticular prophet or prophetess who ts nothing more than a medinin who 
professes to be in direct communication with a Mahatun ut so- ud what 
Mahbatmas!, entities who regate the followers with a bill of fare ranging 
from insipid pap to downright tommyrot. Some are guided by “londers” 
whose most patent quality ls personal ambition or vanity, constantly 
boasting of themselves and their divinely appointed nilseton, or who, if 
more astute, cause others to do it for them (witness Our Lady of Adyar); 
others are sincere enough, Some, wilh professed reverence for U. F. R 
und for the teachings she was Instructed to give out, adopt eu patronizing 
atiitude towards ber, and the position, openly expressed ur insiounted, 
that since H. P. B. died we have Jearned a lot more about things acewh, 
and that the Theosophy of 1891 is about as ohsolete os a 1900 model 
aulomobfle—somethiing which will run, to he sure, bul in which no 
up-to-date theosophist would care to be seen. 

This is natural enough. Tt there ia any ane hing calenlnied to addle 
the brain of a student of occultism it ts the persuasion that he or she— 
usually she—is the direct reciplent of favors fro Mahatnms or Adenta 
somewhere on the olber side uf the world. preferaliy in Tihel, thut being 
the supposed stamping-cround of Mahatmas who sre warth Istening to, 
Of these Mahatmas I would say: “By their Bnhelish shall ye know them.“ 
though I know of one group which speaks French otily—Freneh as U 
ilẹ spoken In Paris, not in Lhasa or Shigaize, For an entity to claim, 
to he a Tibetan is a passport to respect, 

If, then, H. P. B. were to come among us today and were to inquire 
for “The Theosophical Society,” she would hate wo trmiblé whaterer-- 
she would find any number of tt. Apart frum several smaller erunps 
whose pardon I crave for not mentioning them. she would Mal only 
three or four which determinediy cling lo wihal she taught, which draw 
the line at 1891 and resolutely refuse to open the door tu the astrai plane 
and to the varlous he- and she-sirens who are seeking thelr Ulysses. 
refer especially to the United Lodge of Theosophists and fis aMllated 
lodges, THE ‘Theosophical Soclety in New York, the recently estab- 
\ished Blavateky Association and the Independent Theosophical Society 
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in Australia: possibly the Tingley Society might he Included. Wälle 
ihe Jovalty of these comparatively small groups would doubtless be 
sratifying, t fear she might have a feeling of discomfort upon discor- 
ering that these, while earnestly trying to stick to first principles. each 
amii all seotu ta hare one attribute in comman; they all disregard the 
Mirst Object of Lhe Theosephical Society—ithey won't speak to each other, 
cul will nut speak of rach other except in terms of reproach or disparage 
wont Instead of fpaternizing, they stand aloof; they do not speak, and 
«ve nul allowed tu speak frum each other’s platforms, or visit each other's 
lodges. In fact, they afford a brilliant iibistration of the futility of an 
intellectaal pursuit of Theosophy in making people love their neighbors 
us themsclves. Naw. don't gel umd at this: you know well tliat it is the 
triith. Here is one which insists on the dogma of apostolic succession as 
inniiod in Theosophy, and offers the successor; here is another which 
reminds one of the yor? who sits for duys in wrapt contemplation of his 
own navel; aud another which las set up one of her pupils as a sort of 
Virgin Mary, as one who is to recelve the devotion, wulle she is rele 
galed lo the background and only brought out on oceapion Jike a sort 
ul reference volume. 

In the following article we shall say something about the Adyar 
Society, the progress of the Back to Blavatsky Movement and the influence 
of II. F. B. outside of meusuphical cireles

Everybody who reads the Critic knows that an impor- 
tant part of our work consists in securing correspondents for 
prisoners—people, men or women, who will write them em- 
couraging and helpful Jetters. Despite many failures, not only 
among unresponsive prisoners but eynally nnresponsive caor- 
respondents, and the opposition which we have encountered 
front some prison authorities and outside theorists who have 
all sorts of objections which never realize in practice, our 
work for the past twelve years has been highly successful. 
At the very least the monotonous humdrum of prison exist- 
ence has been lightened for thousands, and they have been 
leck to feel that humanity is not as bad as they thought, while 
in countless cases aims and aspirations which would other- 
wise never have been born have been aroused hy contacting 
good people. At the worst, the unfit have dropped out une! 
nobody has been the worse for the experiment, There are 
thousands of people wha find no outlet for expressing them- 
selves who could profitably spend n little time in sending a 
ray of light into the mind of the convict, and who would he 
the happier for it. It is from such people that we want 
to hear. 

We have never made an attempt to specialize in our 
work. But there are abundant opportunities for doing this. 
and of reaching the prisoner through same special tendency 
or ability common to him and the correspondent. Wor this

So great became the interest in her painting as time went on, that 
she begun to receive from the prisoners voluntary subseriptions saved 
up from their pay of (en cents a week, She commenced to understand 
that most crimes of violence aad passion are committed before the age 
of twenty; and that it no legitimate outet is provided tor the natural 
instincts and powers of the young, one mist expect them to burst through 


by some ihegitimate outlet. Many of these prisoners, she saw, were 
possessed of unusnal emotional energy. She was often struck hy the 
quality of the temperanients of these men and wamen in prison garhi 
and their intelligence, They may havre followed the Tine of least re 
sistance, Imi to break the law or to take It into gue's awn hands requires 
an initiative and an fndividiolity nol possessed by everyone, Direct this 
energizing power into a positive channel, she thought, and a stay Hi prisot 
may possibly make a better citizen Instead of the conte criminal 
which appears to be the Unanimous testimony of statistics 

Her days in prison while finishing the immense canvas on the chapèl 
wall run to almost three years. ‘Thus, her first-hand observations went 
on day after day, month after month. As a result of them Miss Cowles, 
with a few sympathetic artists and imaginative persons, Formed a society 
whose nim is in diseaver und develop an Outlet for the creative Insiinelix 
which are « part of the makeup of most of the men and weinen whe 
hare become prisoners.

In stating these facts it Is to be understood that it is not intended to 
reflect on the rank and file of the Theosophical Society today, The 
Society is at present composed mainly of members who have come tn In 
recent years, who hase been prevented from getting the actual facts 
through the study of II. P. B.'s writings and have been Drought un on 
the books of Mrs. Besant and Mr. Leadbester. They hate had no oppor 
tunity of knowing what Theosophy in its original form is. The sole 
responsibility is to be lald at the door Of those who have assumed the 
leadership of the Society, and of those who, for one reason or another, 
hare found it worth their while to ally theniselves with them. 


All of these things are disheartening enough to one who has fob 
lewed closely the original teachings. Stil) there is a brighter side, I 
have mentioned several societies which still insist upon the Theosuphy 
of 1891. Some of these, notably the United Lodge of Theosophists, are 
growing in numbers and influence. Thanks to the efforts of uld menm» 
bers of the Theosophical Suciely who have remained loyal, or who 
have seen whither the Theoschical Movement was driftiug and hare 
retraced their steps. and wha have, under the greatest difficulties, endeav- 
ored Lo point out the facis to their fellow members, the movement Back 
to Blavatsky is attnining formidable proportions even if, in the mean- 
time, the T. S. Is dancing an ever wilder tango with its dear leaders 
of Adyar and Sydney, Catholic niass, holy water, new Jesuses and psychic 
folderol.

Prisoners Pruise Their Jail, I have received a letter signed by 31 
inmates af the Fuyette County Jail, Uniontown, Pennsylvania, speaking 
in the highest terms of the manner in whieh their institution is con- 
ducted as fo food, sanitatlon and general treatment. Plenty of good 
food, baths ad libitum, Unrestricted privilege of wrillng and rocetving 
Ilterzture, Salvation Army, church services and concerts galore, play- 
ing checkers all day after they have washed their bodies and chithing, 
and a kind-hearted Warden and Madume Warden are nniong the causes 
of rejoicing. In his report on the Pennsylvania county jails Allert H. 
Votaw tells us that this is one of the fow caunty Jails in the state which 
ure under the care of a warden instead of the sheriff, und that this of- 
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fielal receives a salary and is nut conipelled to suppart himself out of 
money appropriated fur feeding the prisoners. L suppose also that Mrs. 
ILilson, the warden’s wife, is largely respumsible. She runs the domestic 
ond of the jail, incindings the kitchen. Consequently the jail is, as the 
writers say, “just heaven” as compared with others. Damme, if T don't 
wish J were there myself. 

The Federal Department 
wt Justice has acquired Cump Sherman, at Chillicothe, Ohio, and plans 
io develop a reformatory for first offenders. This will be the third 
prison without walls under Federal control. The first, the District of 
Columbia Penitentiary at Lorton, Virginia, has been in suecessful opera- 
tion fer several years, and has only a small lock-up for prisoners who 
wisbehave. The number of escapes has not been markedly greater 
than from walled prisons, The second is fhe Federal prison for women, 
the orgiuinization of which is now unter way, and at which the women 
are to be housed in cottages. If these experiments prove comtinioiis!y 
snecessfnl we may hope that within a few years the walled prison will 
be looked on as a relic of barbarism.

In the Critic of September 23d was published a list of 
hooks which would be sent to prisoners on request without 
charge. We received many requests for these hooks from 
prisoners as well as prison libraries, whieh were filled as for 
us the supply permitted. All of these were erluentional or 
practical books which would be of benefit to prisoners. 

Only one institution has made any difficulty reearding 
them, namely the Federal Penitentiary at Leavenworth, We 
received requests from several inmates and as the rules about 
sending books from other than the publishers are there very 
strict, they were sent in care of the chaplain. Shartly there- 
after we received the following letter, which not only speaks 
for itself but for the character of the warden, W. I. Biddle. 
We suppress the names of the prisoners.

Even this ls not wholly 
w be allributed m a theasnphical source Apart from the Rosicrucian 
aul Vedanta leachings, Sir Kdwin Aruald's Light uf Asia Nas been 
and SHU is widely read, while one is relnvarnation mentioned in the 
white of varlows (welis who lave wot been students of Thensophy, 
vitably jo Wordswueth. in Rramug and in Walt Whitman.

Gelting Back to Blavatsky should mean getling back to the spirit 
of II. P. N., far niore than to any particular set of doctrines taught by 
ler, it theans grasping the simple ethical principles uf Theosnphy and 
applying them, by example as well us precept Meeling together once 
or twice a week to study tlie abstrusities uf The ett Lovtrive has its 
value. il affords mental exercise, it Lrings one into contact with = 
Sublime philosophy and incidentally it is socially agreeable and may 
keep one oul of mischief. But it is not In itself touching that which 
II. P. B. bad nearest her heart, that Theosophy should afford a cure 
for (he social evils of the race which spring from selfishness. Que does 
nat require much knowledge to be unselfish: one does not need philasoply 
tu act from love: it is not philosophy which helps us to understand and 
sympathize with ove fellow beings and to put this understanding and 
Sympathy into action. The discipline required for this Is to be found i 
iu lar other direcUons than those which are bheing folluwed by most \ 
iheosophicul students today, Even the keenest perceplion of what 
‘Theosophy should mean for the world is of no value winless it results 
in action, not oniy in one's private life, but in one's behavior towards 
others. 

II. P. B. said, in concluding The Key to Theosophy: “Tell me 
whether I am ino sanguine when 1 say that If the Theosophical Society 


survives and lives true to its mission, to its original impulses throneh the 
next hundred years—tell me, I say, if 1 go tno far in asserting that earth 
will be a heaven in the twenty-first century in comparison with what It ls 
now!" This is worth thinking over. How many theosophists are prepar- 
ing themselyes by elaborate studies consuming all their available time to 
do something towards this end, rather than starting out io do at once? 
How many are persuading themselves that if they can master an 
elaborate system of metaphysics, the rest will take care of Itsalt, when 
the world fa fairly crying for the help they could give It? 

“Show me thy faith without thy works, and I will show thee my falth 
by my works,” sald St. James. These words apply fully to Theosophy, 
It ts the lesson that should be learned by studying M. P. B, and only 
in so far as she wonld find this being done would zue have renson to 
be gratified with the progress of the Theosophical Movement.

&ecret Doctrine and they did not endorse any other bouk or books nf mod- 
ern times, no matter ow gond they niay seem, with the qualified excep 
tion uf Sinnett’s Bsotevic Buddhism, When then a lodge, composed of 
reasonably intelligent persons, ignores The Secret Dectrine year after 
year, and only refers te it octasinnally in order to support the asser- 
tions of some other more favured writer to whose sindy it chooses to 
litt itself, aud practically makes it impossible to study It except in pri- 
vale It can hardly be ranked among those who are faithful to the Mas- 
lers or their Messenger. Ji js to be hoped that the new Reading Inde 
pendent Society wil) not allow fist t be misled Into substituting any- 
thing for The Seeret Nuctrine on the pretext that it is just as good and 
collains the same teachings, unless by way of initiatory preparation.

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PAROLING CONVICTS INTO PRISON 


The following incident is taken from a recent lelter from 
an ex-prisoner and as the same thing oeeirs almost daily T 
have no reason to doubt its accuracy, 

Prisoner T. W. was sent to Joliet (Minois) Penitentiary 
in 1909 and was released on parale in 1912, A condition of 
his parole was that he should remain in Whnois doring his 
parale period, This he shonld have done, unquestionably, uz 
he had pledged himself to do so, but he disregarded it and 
in 1918 was arrested in Washington stale for robbery imd 
sent to the state penilentiary at Walla Walla, where he served 
five years and was then paroled in 1925. 

One might think that the Washington parole offieinls had 
granted the. parole because they thought him a gowl visk, 
worthy of being given provisional liberty. And in fact J. W. 
thaught himself lucky. But he was mistaken. Before his 
release the Washington authoritics had sent notice to Joliet, 
and a parole agent was sent all the way out to Walla Walla, 
who arrested him and took him back to Joliet, where he served 
part of his unexpired sentenec of fourteen years before, but 
Wels again paroled in November 1925, this time with permis- 
sian to leave the state. 

. Ws parale violation was a technical rather than a 
eriminal offense against the state of Illinois. He showd have 
kept his word, no doubi, but nehody suifered in health or 
wealth by his skippiug. In fact, one might imagine thal 
Illinois would have felt relieved at his departure, for even 
paroled men sometimes po wrong. We therefore cannot help 
being filled with admiration for the consideration displayed hy 
Illinois for the fellow-state of Washington. It charges its 
Laxpxtyers wilh the consilerable traveling costs between Joliet 
and Walla Walla, and with T. W.’s board and lodging for a 
triile over two years, in order to hold and harness a man whom 
the Walla Walla people thought worthy of being at liberty, but 
who all the same constituted a certain risk. One feels that 
after all Illinois is not as bad as it is sometimes considered. 


On the other hand one is prompted to regard the Walla 
Wall pitale as a pleee of rank fraud en the convict, as had 
as ur wuse that the offense of slate-shipping. Oue suspects 
{hat instead of aiming to set hin at liherty in order ta give 
him aten ten elne, which is what parole menus, they paroled 
Lim with no other purpose than to betray hin to the Joliet 
nithovilies and so shift the burden of his maintenance on the 
State of Ilinois. So between the desire of Washington to 
work hiw olf on Ulinais, and the anxiety of Minois to relieve 
Washington by welcoming him back to Hs penal embrace. 
B W, bad a further two yerrs clipped from a possibly useful 
ife, 

We may say, perhaps, thal such tricks are a parl of 
interstate courtesy. Dal after all is not this fuss over state- 
skipping somewhat silly? Wo all know that alieu conviets 
are very generally deported on their release and in fact the 
United States immigration authorities have been known un- 
Wushingly to kidnap and deport aliens while still on parole 
and therefore wards of the state prison authorities. Getting 
rid of objectionable alieus by deportation is common-sense. 
Why then is it rational to bold on to u nen-alien parolee and 
forbid his leaving tlie stale? 1 don’t think it is. 

Certainly after eleven years the charge of state-skipping 
against J. W. should have been allowed to Inpse, According 
lo a universally prevailing law a financial debt becomes out- 
lawed after a certain number of years—it romains an obliga- 
lion morally, without doubt, bul not legally. There should be 
a statute of limitations for offenders likewise, provided no 
ffense has Deen committed in the meantime and the offender 
has made gourd, As matters exist at present an offender may 
he aested for an offense committed fifty years before, even 
if he has become a trustworthy and prosperous citizen in the 
meantime and has tried to undo any damage he lias dane. The 
law may run a greyheaded man into prison for an offense 
committed when a youth, may tuke him from his family, ruin 
his husiness and place a stigma on his children. For what? 
Nothing Wut the notion that society must be “protected” from 
him whe has for years been making good. Is it necessary 
to “protect” society from him? No. Ts it necessary Lo “make 
un example of him?“ Yes, by all menus, but in just this way, 
by letting him alone. There wre plenty of others to whom 
Ihe example theory of punishment can be applied, and who 
deserve iL, 

1 sometimes think, when I 1ead of the demand for 
stricter laws and For sterner enforcement, that a little atten- 
lion might be turned to infusing some common-sense here 
and there, and nowhere more thin in this matter of cumulative 
sentence and rearrest upon parole. 


Brutal Tortures in Georgia Prison Camps 

The treatment of convicts in the state prism: camps ts hring made the 
subject of investigation by the Georgia legislature. Fire Was fervently 
abolished by law. but the wardens have nut been tardy to Mevisirus other 
modes of torture not covered Dy legislation, One of these ls to himi 
the convict down in a box, with arms seenred, and to smear hin faco with 
molasses, in order to attract ties. This is said to have heen usel hy the 
auclent Assyrians. Sweat boxes are also used and likewise a sort al com 
hindd piilary and stacks in which the openings are tefl aquare au rongilt 
Utting tighity to the peck, wrists and ankles of the prisoner and some 
times culting deeply into the flesh. 

An attempt will be made by the prison commission tu abolish ihes 
arbitrary methods and to introduce a aniferm system af punishment

of membership being a belief in Universal Brotherhood "Thin je expressed 
in its First Object, namely, “To form a nucleons of the Universa! Meoth- 
erhood of JTamuanity, withoul distinction of mee, creed, sex, tuste nr color.” 

A bold atlempt ts now being maide by Mrs. Anule Uesaul aml her 
colleague C. Jimaruladasa 1o commll the Society to a defulie creel, with- 
ont consulting the wishes of the menshership as a whole 

When at attempt was made by Col. Ofeott and Mra Bekant In IRAI 
to try William Q. Judge on a charge of “the misuse of the Mahatten s“ 
namen,“ Mr, Judge replied that he could fot he tried in auch a charge, 

as bellef in Mahatmas was not reyuired af members and dit nol forna 
a ge of the principles of the Society, a fact which the Judiciary Com 
mittee selected to try Judge was forced to admit. 

In Thc Therosophist of March, 1939 ipere 526), Mr, Genre S. Armm- 
dale suggested amending the state Firat (ject of the T. S, ty adding 
the worts “the Members of which believe in the extslonen af Eider 
Brethren in the superbhinian kingdoms of Nature, jnst as they lanis of 
the existence of younger brethren in Lhe sub-hunwte Kingdon: of Nae 
ture.” ‘This suggestion met wilh much opposition and the matter was 
ihen dropped. 

At the beginning of 1924 the General Council of the ‘lheosophient 
Soclety requested Mrs. Resunt to issue a declaralion, whieh was entitled 
“Preedom of Thonght.” and which has since appeared regularly in eters 
iseve of The Theosuphist, which asserts in the clearest terms thal there 
is no creed of any sort binding upon members of the Thensephien) Society, 
This deeclaratiun coniains (hese wards: ™. . » Íl is thought desirable 
io emphasize the fact that there Is no teetrine, ne opinion. by whunsi 
ever taught or held, that fs in any way binding on any meniher of the 
Soctety, none whicli any member is not free ta accept or rojeet. Approval 
of its three objects is the sole condition of membership. No teacher 
ner writer, from II. P. Blayatsky downwards, has auy authority tn impose 
his teachings or opinions on members x 

The object and Incentive for thls declaration by Mrs. Desant was 
lear enough: it was to pave the way for forcing the liberal Catholic 
Church upon the Society by thwarting any aftempl on the part of a sor- 
tion or lodge to disqualify members of this church far holding offiee 
or otherwise exercising control. But whatever may be thought of it It fs 
suMeciently emphatic in lis assertion that the Theosophical Society, as 
such, has no creed whatever, no matter what may be the beliefs of its 
individual members. ‘The assent to anz formalated ed whalever m 
an officiul manner, in such a fashion as ty commit fhe Society us a whole. 
or any part of if, to such a creed, is not only against all precedent, 
as oMcially declared upon various neensions, but is something the consti 
tutfonality of which must be gravely doubted.

who We strongly suspect is a conipusite of Annie Desant aml C. W. Leul- 
beater, bat this commilaent is to be made without ascertaining the 
wishes of the membership of the Society. If a jnijority of the General 
Connell su decides, the statement win be issued in the name of the 
Theosophical Society, but if they de not, then Atmie Desant and C.

Christ and the Apostles Up to Date 


The Herald of the Sta, for September, 1925, la devoted to the pro- 
ceedings of the convention of the Order of the Star in the East held in 
August at Ommen, Molland. The following astonishing information ta 
taken directly from Mrs, Desant's address und can therefore be regueted 
as official, 

Mrs. Besant announces definitely that J. Kristuyamurti, altas Krist 
naji or Alcyone, will very shortty bloom forth asa new Christ, He will be 
attended by twelve Apostles, the names of seven of whom are announend, 
(he names of the other five, although selected, being temporarily wlth- 
held. These seven “saints” are as follows: Salut Annie Besant, Presi- 
dont of the Thensopliiex! Saetely; Saint C. W. Leadbeuter, Bishop of the 
Liberal Catholic Chureh; Saint C. Jinarajadasa, Vice resident of tire 
Theosuphical Society and member of the Liberal Catholic Church; Saint 
Ostar Kütlerstrüm, priest of the Liberal Catholic Church: Saint George 
S. Arundale, Bishop of the Liberal Catholic Church; Saint Shrimati 
Rukmini Arundale (Saint Arundale’s Hindu whe), and Saint James 
Ingall Wedgwood, Bishop ar the Liberal Cathotie Church. 

Two of these, Saints Besant and Leadbeater, will probably manage 
the debut of the new Christ, who is a nice, well Kronen youth of about 
twenty-eight, of very mediocre intelligence, and just the sort tw obey 
the orders of his chief Aposties—he can’t help it, as they supply bis pats. 
The other Aposties wil) constitute the claque. We are informed that 
Mr. Arondale had lo join the Liberal Cathelio Chureh to get the Jot of 
Apostle. Saint Mrs. Arunilale is a beantifvl Hindu girl whose duty 
will be, besides taking care of George's eplecopal robes, to carry the 
New Gospel to the women and children of India. Saint Jinarajadasa 
everybody knows. Saint Kiillerstriim is an estimable Australian youth, who 
manifests far more wil than the New Jesus himself. 

The history of Saint Leadbeater ts familiar to every well-informed 
theosophist; how he taught immoral practices to Als youthful pupils; 
how he was forced to resign from the T. S. after a full confession: bow 
Mrs. Desant denounced him as u sex-pervert and then suddenly turned 
and embraced hhn; haw his dolngs in the same direction at a mock 
later date were unmasked by the police in Sydney. As for Saint Wedge 
wood, he is better known es a sodomistia sex-peryert Whose unbuly 
doings were a publie scandal in London about three years ago, and whom 
Mrs. Besant excluded from Adyar on her own admission for offenses 
committed there. She has now received him back with open arme amd 
Sys be was “crucified.” Ile is now the special protege of the Maim- 
thohan, so Mrs. Besant tells us, The action of Mra. Nesant in turning 
Lihis disreputable fellow loose on her trusting Tollowers can only be 
regurded as Indicating her contempt for what the warid considers deceney 
‘I'Neosophists should take good gare nut lu alan their sons to associate 
privately with this man, Saint and Arhat thong) he be. 

Behind the whole selene may be percelved ihe sinister Influence of 
Leadbeater wha, apparently, is the real power heliind this gigantic swindle 
Uirough his claim to ifterconrse with tie gods. Only two things have 
been overlooked—a Blessed Virgin, and an ass for little Alky to ride 
on, He is more locky au his predecessor; be bes bean provided with 
un automobile.

Twenty years azo most females woiili 
have preferred death rather thau to appear in the undress street cos 
uwe of today.

I thank God T Imve lived to see this day—so much to le 
warned wherever one turns.) 

Fourteen Guveriors Gët Suft Hearts. Fourteen state governors have 
petitioned President Coolidge to pardon Warren T. Mefray, late gnov- 
ernor of Indiana, who was sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment for 
having used the imail to defraud, aud who bas served but little more 
ihan one year. Granted that, as the Muncie (Ind.) Star says: “There 
is merit In the contention that all of the punitive and exemplary value 
of imprisunment has heen obtained in his case and that further deten- 
tion wonld not be of advantage to society,” it is well ta remember that 
the Federal penitentiaries hause large numbers of inmates lo whom this 
remark applies dufte as fully as lo Mr. McCray, who have served much 
more than one yeur, aud whom Mr. Coolidge may pardon If he cliooses. 
Tits lone waiting list shomida be taken up in order of sentenee and Me. 
McCray should wait his turn. Unt as most of these are just poor, Friend- 
less fellows, with no polftical infinence and no governors to love them, 
it is Hkely that Mr. McCray would have to walt the fll length of His 
lerm hefore his case is reached. The motives back of the action of these 
respected governors will he less liabe to suspician when they begin by 
applying the principle af leniency tu the friendless inmates of their own 
State penitentiaries. Until they do, which is unlikely, they are sure to 
be suspected of aiming at a mere political dicker.

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HAS THE PRISONER A RIGHT v0 luis SEN’ TENCE? 


Few will question the fact that the state has the right 
to carry out sentences imposed upon offenders, supposing that 
they are passed jn accordance with law, after a flawless trial. 
Few, however, have asked themselves the question: “Has the 
prisoner the legal right to insist that the sentence imposed 
upon him shall be carried out to the limit? Can he decline 
to accept reprieves, paroles, commatations or pardons, and 
insist upon remaining in prison to the very last moment his 
original sentence calls tov?” 

That might seem to he a purely hypothetical query which 
would never be encountered in reality, but it is not. Prison- 
ers do not us a rule desire to remain in prison, and the excep- 
tions are so rare that the question does not seem to have 
received legal or juilicial consideration, Yet such cases exist. 
[lere is one. 

Gerald Chapman, notorions desperado, was sentenced ta 
a twenty-five year term in Atlanta penitentiary Ior a large 
mail robbery committed in Chicago. After two years’ im- 
prisonment he escaped and was not recaptured. Later he 
killed a policeman in Connecticut, was caught and sentenced 
to death. After all other efforts to escape the death penalty 
hud proved futile, Chapman set up the plea that he was a 
prisoner of the United States with an unexpired term of 
twenty-three years and that the state of Connecticut had no 
right ſo take him from the custody of the Federal authorities 
and electrocute him. We demanded thut he be returned to 
Atlanta for the rest of his term, which would give him a fair 
chance of escaping the execution of the death penalty. Te 
might not outlive his term, capital punishment might be abol- 
ished, or other cireunistances might interpose in his favar, 
Ite maintained that if the United States has the right to bald 
him in prison on a sentence which was legally unimpeachahie 
he, on his part, has the right to insist upon the sentence being 
carried out. Iſe maintained that the serving of the senlence 
is as obligatory on him as on the Government. True, he did 


nol reegguize this poinciple when he made his getaway from 
Atlanta, but then le didn’t know, as he does now. what a 
voully nice place prison is, as eonipaved with being set in an 
Ceetric char and shocked to death, 

Bul the Comectiout authorities, thirsting for Chapman's 
Flood enn use no better Cerm—were not to be so eusily out- 
wilted, They applied ta President Coolidge, who has the 
power vested in Rim by the Constitution, Article 2, Section 2, 
of pardoning or shortening the sentences of Vederul prisoners, 
und Mr. Coolidge tymedialely issued u commutation of sen- 
toneco os a Medenal prisoner, wherehy Chaps twenty-five 
your schlence was terminated inunediately, ‘The conmuta- 
tin papers, served upon the warden at Anta, were deliv- 
ered to Chapman, in jail in New Daven, and he thereupon 
coused ta he a Federal prisoner and yemained in custody as a 
prisoner of Connecticut. 

Whatever may be thought of Mr. Coolidge’s action in 
terminating the sentence and leaving Chapman in the custody 
uf the State of Connecticut, knowing, as he did that he would 
be executed, amd 1 don’t think much of it, there can be no 
question tnt bis action was a legal ene, as the power con- 
ferred upon him has no limitations or qualifications. As a 
matter uf fact, however, the President usually does not, and 
should not, grant a commutation of sentence unless there are 
extonunting circumstunees, and there are certainly none in 
the present case. Chapman's sonlence was not an excessive 
one as sentences go, considering hiv offense, and he was an 
eseaped convict, to say nothing of being a man of desperate 
chabnacter ahd one unsafe to leave ut large as long as there 
was a legal pretext for restraining him. Further, his action 
is against procedent. There are other men in Federal prisons 
serving relatively short terms who sre wanted elsewhere on 
more serious charges, and who will doubtless be taken by state 
wuilhuvitios on the expiration of their Federal terms. Rut 
tio one hears of their being let go for that reason. The rule 
is, serve each sentence in order; get through with one before 
you stark on another, 

Certainly, it would seen, the bederal Government is cun- 
cerned with enforcing its own laws vil with penalizing those 
who break then, but is net concerned with aiding the several 
slates in enforcing punishment for breaking state laws, and 
that is just what Mo. Coolidge is doing, arbitrarily setting 
aside & Federal sentence in order that a state may act on its 
owh behalf, 

However that way be, Chapman is still not at the end of 
his resources. His plea is that the President's commutation 
is a gift that he is nat obliged to accept it if it is unwelcome. 
lle insists that he has the right to refuse it and to go back 
to Atlanta; that he las just as weh right to serve the full 
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term as the Government had in the first place to require it 
of him. On this plea he has obtained a reprieve or post pone- 
ment of execution from December Sd to March 3d, amd it is 
expected that the case will be fought out in the state courts 
and finally, if necessary, carried to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

This, I think, would be highly desirable, for then we 
should have an opinion from the highest court ef the nalion 
as to whether a prisoner has a right to his sentence, whether 
he can have forced on him such an unwelcome gitt as a coni- 
mutation which is not gianted as an act of merey ar justice, 
but in order to impose n still worse oxe on hun.

lnternationnl son Congress. Among the measures recommended 
by the International Prisan Congress which reeently campleted its ses 
sions in London is one providing for the compulsory emiculion of Jadges 
in psychology, soclology, penitentiary science ani the healing of mental 
diseases, and requiring the judge personally to examine defenfants aud 
also to make frequent visits to prisous. Any one familiar with Gross’s 
Criminal Peychotogy, the reading of which is a liberal education in such 
matters, will at once see the justice of requiring of the Judge a knowl- 
edge of psychology, criminology and penology. At present there are in 
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Ameriea no speck reqairements of a judge of a criminal court. Me 
ueeds uol Know miore about criminal pssehology, penology and crimi- 
nology than a Steretary of the Navy has to know aboul naval warfare, 
which menus Nothing whatever. Any enterprising lawyer with sufficient 
pull may get himself apminied or elected as a criminal judge and has 
to get his special education after starting on bis duties. lle sentences 
wen Of whom le knows nothing except that a jury has found thom 
guilty, to what? So many days, months, ur years of confinement, the 
rigors of which depend upon the whims of wardens and prison commi 
sioners, and about which the judge seldom knows anything. A man 
brought into court today is in the position of a pattent brought to a 
haspital where the head knows nothing of modicine and the diagnoses are 
made by u commitioe of butchers, bakers and candlestick makers. 

A Youthfnt Vthutivss, Th P. Dlavateky defives an “Arhat” as “One 
who has entered the last and highest path, god fs thus emancipated from 
rebeeh” That means quite something, une might think, but in these days 
it doesn't take much tu become an Arhat. Ali one lias to do is to render 
distingnished servire to C. W. Leadbeater who fixes the matter with 
Those Abave, Till recently Mrs. Besant bas been the only Arhattess but 
now Shrimali Rukmini Arundale, the youthful Hindu wife of George 8.

Frederick Boyd Stevenson for his articles on the suppression 
of crime i have ne idea, but however little it is more than his 
ideas ure worth, if I can judge frm the issue of Sunday, 
October 18th. T quote the following which is printed in large 
caps in the original: 

Personally I am in favor of the chutenes of HRranklen uniting with 
out rogard to denowlnations and calling npon business men to join the 
great mass meetings lo denmud certain changes in he lows amt in the 
acilons of the judiclary and prison keepers, so as IA make it hard for 
We eriminat instead of easy for him . . Let us go in a mass befnre 
the next Stale Legislature, without regard jo regions denominations 
ar political wiiations and domeand the ie of kiws that will abatish 
the parole hourd, take the pardoning power front the Gaverner snd pmi 
iL im the Anada of a fury of twelve to let a gane ont of prisan, joat 
us it wow his the power ta pit him ih prison, aud let os demand a tay 
that will canme! «a warden of a penitentiary to keep a prisauer al hire 
work for eight hours a day su he can help to raise and pay for his own 
heep and relleve the public of an expense of $10,000 for every criminal 
who is convicted, Let ws demand a law that will prohibit a prison war- 
nen from having movie shows and basehal gumes for the entertainment 
of fetons, so thal they have a better time in prisu than aut ef it. Let 
us demand a law that will give Life sentences for second offenlers. 

Wil the firooktyn churches lead the war? 


That's just fine and frantic, but it doesn't go far cnough, 
While we are harping on severity as a cure for crime and 
adveealing measures calculated to take from the criminal even 
that which he has, and proposing to rnin him mentally and 
physically, it would be far more offective to enact a law 
requiring every convict to be shot immediately upan canvie- 
tion, It would save the state a lot of money. There is u 
considerable diiference between a pine box at $5.00 and a 
hole in the ground at perhaps the same, and the $30,000 
which Mr. Stevenson asserts each convicted eriminal costs 
the state. It would solve the problem of the parole board, 
of the treatment of second offenders nt $30,000 each; world 
spare the state the costs of securing legislation; would do 
away with prison labor und the state use system and even 
with the prisons themselves. Then, too, it would bring joy 


lu thousands of good citizens, clerwyiieh iheluded, who ure 
vow wasting Line lamenting over erie, whiti might belter 
be wuployedin thinking out methods for preventing criminals. 
It would bave the advantage of uniformity and simplicity 
whieh our present kws now lack. Nor would it be inbumat, 
Every cranial might be given Lhe nse of a clergyman for n 
reasumuble period, so as to be sure of salvation, and 80 every 
pody would be happy. 

Of course this would not do away with cerime, Harsh and 
brute melhods never have douce se. Mr, Slevenson’s plans 
cau have no bearing on those ecrimimils whe are shrewd 
enough to gel away with it. There is nothing in his plans 
Whieh alos at the causes of crime, He thinks that would-be 
olfonders can be seared by Lhreatoning to treat them roughly 
if they ave caught, whereas all experience is against this, He 
overlooks the fact that mast criminals ave like gamblers, over- 
éstinieting Ube chances of success and minimizing those of 
failure, The gambler stakes his money in a gambling house, 
(hotel he knows well that the chnnees ave against hiin. This 
has always Leen the cause, even when they hung people for 
petty larceny. bt is human nature to gamble with chances; 
nothing hut certainty of detection and punishment can he 
elivetive; severity of punishment in the future plays little 
part as a determining factor, thanks to lack of imagination. 
If you don’t believe that, remenber how little restraining 
power the threat af eternal punishment in hell-fire has on 
most people who really believe in it. 

‘Those who are today seriously studying the crime prob- 
lan are looking mare and more towards the correction of 
social conditions which breed the criminal. As long as social 
conditions are what they ave they will produce the effects 
they ale now producing, a new crop of criminals will spring 
up to lake the puce of those who zue done away with. There 
is little hope that the crime wave will diminish until society 
seriously begins to take account of itself. 

llvstevicul alk tike that of Mr. Stevenson is becoming 
indreasingly prevaleut, and while it may serve a purpose in 
arousing the public to the fact that something is wrong, it 
does inedeulable diuunage by encouraging the idea that crime 
cun be prevented by harsh and radical methods of suppres- 
sion, and hy turning attention away from fundamental causes 
and thelr possible remedy, Tt stands in the way of reforma- 
tory measures for those wha cen he reformed, and of distin- 
cuisbing between the born eviminal and the criminal by acci- 
dent. In eeging on the clergy and the churches it tends to 
turn them from their proper field of treating the soul, and 
urges them to cultivate the spirit of revenge, and to become 
a sort of holy police force. 


People who think like Mr. Stevenson think that the crimi- 
nal has no rights whatever; he has no right te be given a 
decent opportunity to reform if he wishes to do so; he has 
no right to outlive the often wretched conditions in which 
society has allowed him to be born and to grow up; he is just 
a goldurned wild beast, to be beaten up, to be kept in n human 
pigsty and to have his health aud whatever mind he may have 
ruined by ill-treatment and lack of recreation, and an appeal 
is made to the followers of Christ to forget their teacher, to 
forget brotherhood and to hunt him down. 

Let us remember that all of us are potential criminals, all 
of us have rudiments of savage instincts, all of us are instinet- 
ively sclfish. Many of us take what we can lay our bands on 
without much regard for others, and have a respect for law 
simply when, and only when, it is designed to defend us. 
When we pay as much attention to laws which will prevent 
others from going wrong by giving them better opportuni- 
ties in life as we do to laws whieh aim to protect onr prop- 
erty and persons, we shall begin to gel some results in sup- 
pressing crime. As long as we set Lhe example of Inxury 
and ostentation we are in a degree responsible for those who 
take what moans they can to imitate us. As long as we trent 
the world as our oyster—-evyen to the extent of writing sensa- 
tional stulf at so much a word—we can hardly blame others 
for doing likewise.

if we ave to believe somè of dar modern Prophels things are quite 
utherwise in the “spiritual” worki. According to these seers there is a 
Kreal reservoir af splritial power somewhere “above,” which can be 
tipped by these who are able lo bombard suffelently with words uf the 
right kind, Uueerstand 1 ant nat speakings against the habit of prayer. 
Ilmuan experienve lostifies overwhelmingly to che value of prayer as a 
soiree Ot strength, alihongh the wsannmption that the power comes from 
withoot rather than colsistivg to A better utilization of what is within 
is une matier, The value of prayer as au agent acting externally 
hüs bern put to a preity good Lest during this war. Heaven has heen 
one eee dheeisliely with the appents ol hundreds of suillions of people 
on loth sides, but tie war stiit goes on. Perhaps the Lord is unable 
to declde between so many conflicting clalms, bot the more probable 
theory is that he is not soliciting advice, and kaows bow to run the world 
without being told. 

But what í want to call attention to are certain ideas which are 
quite in econtlict with the teaching of the Sermon on the Mount. It now 


appears (hat such a forniallty aa entering toto des closet. or even 
hut of Joint prayer in church, is needless. According te ihe Rt. Rer- 
3. 1, Wedgwood, Hishop of the Old Catholic Church, ho has been going 
niul the colntry addreseing Theosepileal jodges and trying lu per- 
Wadde lhem that he is a Theosophist, such methods às Individual prayer 
ur even going to church ore quite oldfogyish. A properly “ordained” 
individval-—he assures us that the private character of this person is a 
minor consideration—bas siuiply to wear certalu vestments and to bum 
baru Heaven with certain prescribed rituals, when there will be a duwnh- 
pouring of the Diyine blessing which “will affect people for miles around.” 
| owe Lis own words. You can be in your home, readlue Uie newspaper, 
wy lb your club, sipping bighbails, or riling in your motor; It matters lit 
Ue; you will gel much the sate results as if you déveutly prostrate’ 
ourself before the throne, It Ib lo be expéeted that the untline of (his 
circle of influence, which cowid easily be determined by experiment, will 
he chalhed out on the read maps, so thet you can keep within its Ius 
when vou are taking your Suma morning ride The advantages of this 
are obvious; you can have yuur kun and pay a man whe has been prap- 
erly “ordulned,” that is, one „ho has had this ralnmaking power con- 
ferred on him by communication from another, to slay at home and work 
ont your salvation for you. 

Now |t some voudevigt had told me these things 1 should not have 
heen surprised, but to brar such teachings in the place where I did, 
which happened to be a Theosopliical fall--although the speaker, while 
chiming lo be a Theosophist us well as a bishop of the Old Catholic 
Chereh, ls clearly nething but a refined yoodovist—that made me rnb my 
tren; I could have thought (hat I had been dreaming. Dut no, the speaker 
went on to say that “the wave of devotion is receding; the wave of cere 
imontal is rising.” He further stated that devotional people are rather 
uf the wenk sort and that those wha practise ceremonials and rituals are 
on the right path. He bad even the effrontery to assure us that these 
were secret teachings of Christ, the same Christ who sald, “But then, 
when thou prayest, enter inio thy closet, and when thou bast shut thy 
door, pray to thy Father whieh is ln secret.“ 

‘The Bishop gave a very iluminating deseription of the process, guar- 
unteed to be correct. The iniluence at the ritual is gathered up by an 
ullendant an the astral or some other plane, who ts om hand to receive 
fl, and earried up to the reservoir of “power.” ‘The poser“ is then 
sent down through the priest, flows up the brass fringe an his left slecre 
and pours out of the brass oruament on the back of his coat—he gare 
these things some sacerdotal name T must be excused for having forgot: 
ten- and (hence reaches those in attendance, likewise those in their 
houses or automobiles “for miles around.” This is lasportant to remeti 
hey. When you feel the influence of the Divine love, what you are really 
getting in a dose of a sort of electricity that flows along wires. 

There is a certain danger uboul truth. which is not the fauft of the 
truth itself, but of these accepting it. You can start out by enunclating 
some great (rath such as all of your hearers accept, and after you have 
convinced theni that your ideas are sound, you can proceed to tack on a 
lot uf stuff which is ulterly rotleu, utterly subversive of religion, rulicnal 
us well us (ruditional, as well as of common-sense, and the whole mass 
will be swallowed. The trutli serves as Lhe bail, as the sugar counting for 
ihe pill. “How wonderful," they say, “How beautiful.” The unly wander- 
ful thing about tt is the ease by which normally sensible people can be 
led by the nose by such a trick. The speaker on the occasion referred to 
wus siniply using the truth, as accepted by his audience, as bait to make 
them swallow one of the most pernicious doctrines from a spiritual stand- 
point which could be imagined. “Thou shalt love the Lord tiny God witi 
all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy mind. This Is the 
first and great commandment. And the second is Ike unto it, Thou 


shalt tate thy neighbour as thyself, On these lwo commaundoents hang 
all the law and the proplieta.” But, siys this new Mastar, tbat Jë not sa; 
“The wave of devotion is receding; (le wave of ceremonial Is visting,” and 
he left no uncertainty as tu the fact that he peeposed to hetp ite advance. 
‘The law of Jove, that is to say, the goal towards which all creatiun 
Moves, “God's plant of eveluiion,” fs to he suburdinwed und a mantpwin- 
tlon of supposed occult forces by a man Who has heen “ordained to 
ilo so, clad Mm livery with brass ornaments and fringes for conducting 
ine currents, is to take lie place, In fiture religion will be, not deyulion, 
but ritual, 

That is the story of the decay of religion in all ages, 

It is no longer a question of loving the Lord or the Master, nf 
oneylog and Inibtating him; it is learning ta pa thre certain rites or 
employing someone else to dao 20, which will enable you to get all you ean 
from bin, or, to ee a rural expression, tu Induce the Divine Cow tw lot 
down ita milk for your benefit. 

The people who accept Liese things feel mighty good, so they tell 
me, It means nothing whatever than they have discovered some new and 
easy way of indulging in spiritual pensnulisin 

This rank spiritual nonsense has iis rool in the supposed visions 
of certain clalrvoyunis who have the power of grafting endless absurdit- 
ties on to a Minimum Of truth and of delwiing thelr followers, and 
wilhoul donbt themselves, Into uecepting tbem, it should he suMetentiy 
obvious by this tinie what are the results of thinking mure of thn belie 
ible world than of nur duties In the visible warlil, of torgetiing to love 
your neighbor as yourself and running atter entities, real ur inaginury, 
on the astral plane, instead of seeking Lhe inner light which, as frag- 
ments of the Divine Being, we all have within us ‘ruth is simple; 
endless as the details may be, the fundamental spiritual principles can 
he reduced to a few words, Christ did this; other Misters have pre 
sented them with equal simplicity. If the vision of a clairvoyant vontiets 
with these, no malter who be is, it is safe to assunie that he ty not to 
be trusted as & guide. Even tf some of the oceull principles whieh ha 
claims are true, if they tend to withdraw the mind trom the simple hut 
higher truths, If they tempt one to try ta obtain spiritual strangth other 
(han by following the simple rules; they should be let alone, fur thelr 
use is nothing but black magic.

Pampering of Prisuncrs at Stig Sing. According to æ letter made 
public by Governor Silih of New York, Sing Sing prisoners. with a few 
exceptions, are hausen in cells of the following description. They are 
3 feel 6 Inches wide, 6 feel 11 Inches long and 6 feet 7 inches high They 
hava no windows and no ventilation except through a grating in the 
door. The walls are of stone, and in humid weather are wet, while water 
drops from ihe ceilings and it is impossible for inmates to Keep their 
clothing dry. The only toilet facilities are buckets, emptied once a daz. 
Men confined in these cells gradually contract theumatistn and tubercu- 
Inis and other affections due tu insanitary conditions. And yet there is a 
man down in New York, one Judge Talley, who spend much of his letz. 
uro time berating he people of New York for “pampering” and “cod- 
ding” the prisoners and telling tem that they are so well treated that 
there Is a rush on the part of criminals to get quarters in this prison! 
There is a new cell block being constructed at Sing Sing, but so far it 
has accommodation for only 300, and at the present rate of construc 
tion most of the inmates will die of old age, or of some disease, before 
it is completed. Probably Judge Talley will be dead tog, else we might 
expect him to suffer a premature death through indignation. So far 
over 68,000 convicts have been “pampered” in this fashion.

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AN OLD SUPERSTITION REVIVED 


At a conference held in Washington in December, which 
was attended by more than two hundred business men hesse 
aim is to stop government competition with private lusiness, 
Iirandell Kenmore, of the New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation, is reported as having opposed the employ- 
ment of prisoners in manufacturing articles in competition 
with private business. After pointing out that millions of 
dollars worth of garments, brooms, chairs and the like are 
manufactured every you by convicts, Mr. Kenmore said: 

The way to reform a criminal ts te treat hime rauen. TYolervner and 
seothoentallty are wasted on rohbers, burglars, ganpesters and such ver 
min. Senn the criminal an! into the open spares and make hiw werk in 
ihe swent of his brow from swr te nnen, and yon will bevetil bin 


physically, mentally and morally. ‘Che reason he is a eriminal is becouse 
he newer worked hofere. 


I have no desire to question the proposition that it hepe- 
fits a man ta work in the open air rather than onder a roof, 
and that the conviets whe are forced to do so have the bet 
ter of those unfortunate fellow mortals who are compelled to 
make “garments, brooms, chairs, and the like“ for n liveli- 
hood, and to work indoors and whe are now suffering from 
the competition of prison labor, but Mr. Kenmore’s remarks 
betray a peculiar Jack of insight into economic conditions. 

Ile would have the convicts work hard, There are two 
kinds of work, productive work and unproductive work, Even 
the old-fashioned penalty of hreaking up rocks hy conviel« 
is productive work, because it converts the rocks into a forni 
in which they can be used in construction. In doing this the 
convict is competing with seme ether fellow who would have 
to do the stone breaking, and who is therchy out of a job. 
True, the eanvict might be employed at some sort of unpro- 
ductive labor, let us say moving a pile of bricks fram one 
side of the prison yard io the other and baek again, and 
repeating this process day after day. That might he rood for 
his health and his morals, Imt as nothing is produced which 
has any value somebody would have ta pay for his hourd and

Physically and eemionnically consid- 
ered there is ne difference hetween the convict and the free- 
wam Mr. Kenmore objects to convicia making brooms, be- 
cause iL competlos with the free manufacturer and laborer 
employed in broom making. No matter what the poor devil 
puts his hand to, he gets in somebody's way, abd that some- 
body raises the cry of competition. I is an economic absurd- 
ity to think that any body of men, no matter who or what 
they are, can be advantageously kept in idleness at public 
expense, or whak is the same, engaged in unproductive labor. 
if it is really necessary to restrict vompetition by segregat- 
ing certain laborers and preventing their working produet- 
ively, Wenthan't it be much fairer to let the wicked conviets 
work bard at making brooms, so as to pay their keep, and to 
keep an equivident number of good, honest broom makers on 
pensions aud provide them wilh movies and other entertain- 
ments? The taxpayers would at least have the gratification 
of knowing that their money was going to good, honest men 
instead of to supperling “robbers, burglars, gangsters and 
such vennin” in idleness. 

Complicated ns the prison labur problem is in working 
out administrative wud technical details, it is in reality a 
simple matter It ls economically unsound to keep a body of 
men uncipluyed at public expense. Somebody has to pay the 
piper. Economically considered a body of men represents 
so Much productive power, irrespective of whether they mre 
free ov locked up; their product counts for just so much in 
public cousunmiplion, Unemployment has the sume effects 
Whether the unemployed is a prisoner ov a freeman. The 
shoe ar broom | nuke is a shoe or broom quite irrespective 
of my status. ven if the sale of prisonanade goods is re- 
stricidd to state iInslilutions—the so-called stale use system—- 
il toerely wenns Lhat some free praducey loses the sale to the 
state. Canipetition is nol reduced hy selling the product to 
{his buyer rather than to another. 

‘Lhe really disturbing factors in prison labor are (wo: the 
pitting Of unpaid slave labor agamst free pald labor, the 
remedy being the payment of wages to the convict, thus pre- 
venting his product being sold at less than market price, 
and the shifting from one policy to another, thus preventing 
the productive interests fram adjusting themselves. Today

a state starts making shoes in prison and introduces 2 tem- 
porarily disturbing factor into the shoe trade. Next yeur 
shoes may be changed for chairs and the furniture makers 
ave interfered with, Otherwise the outcry against prison 
competition has no more sense than a demand on the part 
of some trade that five or ten per cent of its laborers be sup- 
ported ut public expense, so that the remainder might have 
more work and higher pay. It is simply foolishness and would 
he so recognized if the politien! factors conld be eliminated. 

How far it is justifiable for government to engage m 
business is a question, but in the ease of the prisoner, whom 
the government has on its hands willy-nilly, it is simple 
enough—it has either to make him work for his keep, or else 
pay the costs from the public funds, What these business 
men who demand cessation of government competing with 
Lusiness through prison labor mean is simply this: cessation of 
compelilion with their business, and the devil take public whe 
has to pay the bill.

From The Rook of Preeepts 

When a certain man went down from Jerusalem to Jericho 
and fell amang thieves who robbed and wounded him and left 
him to die by the roadside, a very interesting thing occurred 
which is worth bearing in mind. & priest came along and 
when he saw him he passed by on the other side and left him 
to die. This good man was so preoccupied with his awn af- 
fairs, possibly with what his next sermon was to be about, 
possibly with the law and the prophets, possibly he was 80 
intent on teaching the law of merev to others that he forgot 
all about practising it himself. In faet, he may even have 
male the excuse that he was a student ond a teacher, not a 
practitioner of mercy, that the work he had on hand and the 
end ke kept in view were too absorbing and too lefty to leave 
him the time or inclination to take part in side issues, nne 
that the next person cominy along could do that. 

In these days the same thing is constantly happening. 
There are those who fall among thieves, not necessarily liw- 
ing thieves, hut the thieves of ignoranee, Lemptation, evil pas- 
sions, evil associations, which leave them wounded by the 
wayside, and the old stary repeats itself. There are those 
who pass by on the other side, preoccupied with their own 
aims and thoughts, possibly their social obligations, their 
amusements, their money-getling. Perhaps, even worse than 
that, there are those who are so becupiod with their studies 
about brotherhood, thinking of how they are going to make 
others good by preaching it, or even of practising it thom- 
selves when they get the melaphysies of the subject at their 
tonguc's end, that they forget entirely to avail themselves of 
the opportunity which offers ilself along their path. 

Being myself somewhat stupid, in faet, a fool, as one 


theosophient advocate ef theoretical brotherhood tells mu, T 
have never been able to grasp the attitude of those who dis- 
course learnedly on brothertiood as a direct sequence of the 
“third fundamental,” of these who taik of having “accepted 
Christ,” ov of those who are sitting ou their haunches Jook- 
ing up earnestly into beaven—or towards Adyar—in expec- 
lation of a coming Teacher whe will bal them what to do, and 
who are so engrossed that they forget tu profit by the above 
story vives us by the last Teacher, In omy stupidity L have 
suggested that a philosophical conviction of the reason of 
bretherhued is a very trilling and uniniportimtl mutter and 
(hat it is worthless unless it leads Lo practical manifestations, 
which it dows nut, as far as I have been able to observe. | 
have oven irritated some of my friends by saying tat live— 
loving your neighbor as yourself, for example—is something 
which has nothing to do with fundamentals or principles, und 
that if one wants to love he must dump philosophy aud seek 
for it in his own heart, 1 seem to have committed a murtal 
error in suggesting thal those who propose to show ive their 
faith without thei works shall begin hy showing me their 
faith by their works, This, apparently, was Llasphemy pure 
un simple. Yet the brief precept which I have quoted above 
stirs me more than all the philosophy T have ever studied. 

In times of great excitement, like the Inte war, the spirit 
of helpfulness is abroad. Everybody begins to put into action 
those noble impulses which before were dormant. One would 
inajibe that during the war nobody would have had the tine 
to think of anything but the men in the hospitals and the 
trenches, Not so. At the very height of il, when everybady 
wis busy with knitting and rolling cigarettes, there was more 
desire to help the common convict than ever before or since, 
With ail that was going on if was the tlush time with our 
prison work. Now (unt people have settled down ta the rou- 
tine affairs of life and to thinking of themselves, when there 
ave no wounded to care Sor, the prisoner also is forgotten, 
Never was it so hard as today to get peuple who are willing to 
give a few minules of their lime to offering a little friend- 
Ship to the friendless inmates of prisons. And the increas- 
ing philosophizing on brotherliwod does not help matters in 
the feast. 

Iero are fellows who, after all, ave much the same as our- 
selves. Even if they are “serpents,” what does it matter, if 
they are in search of food? We can hardly hold an infant 
responsible for the nature with which he was born. While 
there is unquestionably such a thing as ivveclaimable criminal 
propensity, most criminals, had they had the good fortune to 
he situated as we are, would have been like us, while had we 
grown up under their associations what might not we have 
become? Not only do we learn more of our own natures by 
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studying that of the prisoner af Rest hand, but by looking 
fay the better nature in the prisoner we are able to appeal to 
it and to arouse it. This is not a matter of sentimentality, 
but of practical psychology. Probably every one of us has 
fell the stimmlating effect of having someone take au interest 
in us. I cold tell vou stories without end of prisoners who 
have never had a real friend and who knew only what it 
meuns to be distrusted and suspected, and who have changed 
entirely when approached in a spirit of friendship. 

I want to appeal to our members to make efforts to inter 
est friends in our work of correspondence with prisoners. 
There are many who can do this on the basis of their own 
experience, and if each of these could get us but one new 
member a year it would go far towards meeting the demand 
from friendless prisoners for these who will write to them as 
real friends. And apart from the help to the prisoners, it 
will give them an insight into human nature whieh could 
hardly be gained in any other way.

After a prutrucied trial before Mr. Justice Bakewell of the Madras 
High Court, in which a mass of wnsavery evidence regarding che vile 
maral character of Mr, Lesdbeater was placed an record, but which ty the 
opinion uf Justice Bakewell did not establish with sufficient certainty Mr 
leadheater’s criminal actions in this partienlar case, the court finally 
auniiled the guurdiunship of the eilten and ordered Mrs BDesaut Lo 
hand them over to their father. Mr. Justice Hakewells elaborate suti- 
mary and decision ends as follows: 


r I am of opinion for the reasons I have given that it is neces 
sary in the interest of the children and fer their future protection that 
they should be declared wards of the Court, and 1 declare accordingly. 
1 wiso direct the defendant to hand over the custody of the iwa boys, 
Krishnamurti and Nityananda, to the plaintiff on or before the 26th day of 
May, 1913. With regard lo the vosis of the case, this trial has been 
unduly protracted aud considerable expense bas been caused by the 
churges which were made by the plaintiff aud | fod uot to have been 
proved. 1 therefore direct him to pay the costs of the suit and the 
defendant's including the costs of the several commissions and all costs 
expressly reserved.

The chief réason Why tts holorious person was nat 
landed in ja seems to bo the unwillingnesa of the persone dlreetly in- 
volved ju his sexual trregulari{ies to make themselves consplcious by 
coming forward as witnesses, altholigh their private confessions are a 
matter of record.

It is 
therefore made the duty of all officers, Dourds and Committees to sacredly 
regard this obligation and not to use or permit the use of the ral] of 
members or any portion thereof for any purpose whatsoever, except that 
provided for or conlempinted by these laws. The National President, 
the Editor, the Publielty Director and the Manager of the Nook Concern 
shall have the right to use the roll of members. subject to the discretion 
of the Thuard of Trustees, in order to properly discharge the duties of 
their offices, and the same shall be furnished to them by the National 
Secretary, and io nu niher person, save by direction of the Board of 
Trustees.” 

It has been brought to my attention by a member that this bydaw 
is being violated by the Headquarters in Chicago, aud that envelopes 
addressed lu menibers aro being fiirnished to an oMecial of The Order ut 
the Star in the Nast in Los Angeles, whieh organization lease no com

contemplated in the by-laws.

of The Order of the Stat in the Rust, und containing propaganda èir- 
colors having no connection whatever wilh Theswuphy, with the Theo 
sophical Society, or with the official business of the Sertinn. 

Tt js therefore clear that the confidence of members i belog violated 
and that their nanies are helug supplied frou Headquartera without per 
mission to outside parties for advertising purpases, 

If the Board of Trustees has nuthorized this breach of confidence 
as Syiplied in the by-law, we think they owe ns an explanation. It not, 
the oficia! wha has done it, whether it be ihe Nallonal President, ur 
Editor, or any other, should be called to account for officla| misconduct,

Just ut present it is running a summary 
ef the parole Jaws of the different states. 


In Uaste tu Get There. A man In the Sing Sing death house“ (the 
name given to the seelion af the prison where condemned men are kept 
and fattened prellminary to their official slaughter), who was to have 
heen electrocuted this March, recently comiilted suicide by hanging 
Nimself. The doctors malle frantic efforts t bring him to life, in order 
that ho might be legally executed. Now dnesn't that serve to illustrate 
(ne oddities of human nature? In old Limes and in some tands at the 
present day, a man sentenced to death is permitted, if not encouraged, 
lv perform the Jol limself—it suves the officiats the labor of doing it for 
film. There's a reason, however. The public executioner gets a big 
fee for every one he does to death. If the man commits suicide, the 
executioner loses lis fee. Hence the insistence mat the execution must 
be according to law, We disagree wilh Arthur Brisbane, however, that 
suicide is tantamount to confession of guilt. Many à person comimils 
silicide oul of morbid fear of death. 


Jtootleygers’ Paradige. It is stated that certain insurance companies 
In California are insuring bootleggers and rum runners against unpleas- 
ant accidents incurren “im the pursult of duty.“ What west? Shall we 
have insurance for drunkards, yeggmen and plckpockets? As promis 
ing fields for insurance enterprise I suggest Insurance against flappers, 
against breach of promise suits and against failure in marriage. In fact, 
Insurance against hell fire is about the only feld nol open, and this only 
hecause of the difficulty of presenting evidence for claims. 


Prison Reform in California. With tbe press shouting for longer and 
harsher sentences, for killing this and that offender, fur abolition of parate 
and jndeterminate sentences, it is refrestiing to learn that che Cali- 
fornia Committee on Prison Reforin recommejds that tue death penalty be 
abolished and that no fixed lerms of over len years be imposed by the 
courts, except twenty for wilful murder.

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WHAT IS WRONG WITI S SAINT ELIZA BETIS? 


The Critic has now and then published informalion re- 
garding abuses in insane asylums which has attracted not i 
little attention. On the present occasion it may be of inlerest 
to hear certain charges against the administration of Suint 
Elizabeth’s Hospital, in the District of Columbia. 

The case of this asylum is of wide interest because it is 
the Federal hospital for the insane. To it are committed snp- 
posedly insane patients from the District of Columbia anid 
others, from whatever place, who may be properly regarded 
as wards of the Federal Government rather than of the states. 
To it are sent, too, the criminal insane who have violated 
Federal Jaws, and those inmates of Federal prisons who are 
actually insane or under suspicion of being such. flere the 
latter are held for observation” as to their mental condition 
—t broad term, which seemingly includes prisoners who are 
eccentric or obnoxious to the respected Federal wardens. 

Within the spacious grounds ef St. Mlizabeth's is a small 
walled prison, Howard Hall, in which are confined these sup- 
posedly criminal insane patients. Quite recently an inmate 
of this prison died under suspicious circumstances, apparently 
by violence, Ihe matter was skimped by the local news- 
papers, and there was no criticism of ihe asylam administra- 
tion. ‘There were the usual excuses of lack of sufficient appra- 
priations, of crowded quarters and the like, but not a word 
was breathed suggesting wilful neglect or mismanagement. 

Tt is for this reason that I give below a letter from John 
A, Savage, of Washington, D. C., wha has interested himself 
in various Cases in the auylum. The letter, dated January 7th, 
1926, und addressed to Mrs. Myrtle de Montis, of G ing Ilar- 
hor, Wash., a well-known fighter for asylum reform in the 
state of Washington, contains charges which should be known. 
Naturally T give these as allegations merely, and assume no 
responsibility for their accuracy.

Few persons in the United States are aware Iial snch eonditinns 
bave been in existence for years, right munter the eaves of the Capitol! 

I found that in July 1924, William Green, a colored patient ip the 
Hospital. ad been beaten to death by all idants, Green dying lwiwedi- 
ately after the assault. That the coroner's jury had found the death 
homicidal and held tho attendant to grun jury. That the case cate 
before a rand jury about January 1925 when bnt two or three half- 
wilted patents were called to testify, while two or threa wihers men 
who were porfectly sane aod claimed to have witnessed the killing were 
nat alluwed io go bofore the jary stein the officials knew that he were 
witnesses, And had promised them that they would be called, A Nu Bill 
resulted, wileh was procuimed by the oMciia an “exuneration” af the 
accused. ‘he proveedings were “prosecuted” by the United States Atlor- 
ney, Who was at all times acting as Counsel for the Supt, of the Hospital 
In other litigation, mainly defending habeas corpus proceedings. 

I found Green's widow and prepared for her a petition for another 
special grand jury inquiry, tram which J demauded that the United 
States Attorney be barred from participation on the grounds that he

had “whiiewashed” the former “hearing,” was the Suporintendenl's pèr- 
sonal counsel, and not a proper person to condnel such an inquiry, ‘This 
forced a tresh inquiry.

have objected to the newer teachers or their teachings, or to thelr morality 
ar lack of moraliiy, had stood by thelr guns aed obeyed the injunction for 
‘Disciples io defend the head and the honrt of the body they belong to 
from Injury,” that head and that heurt would be In mach sounder cin 
dition today. It is just beeavse (hey have deserted, not the canse of 
Thedsophy, perhaps, but what is even now Its most powerful instrument. 
the instrument established hy the Masters, that the very name of Theom- 
phy is being used as a cloak for falsehoods end absurdities, far deatrines 
whieh were repellent to the founders and thelr tearhers, and is being 
associated in the public mind with gross moral obliquities, 

Nothing but eternal vigilance can protect the budy of truths whieh 
has heen given to us from perversion, Fven the most siperficial stnédy 
of the history of rellglan will show that the clear waters have in course 
of time become contaminated.

‘The Secret Doctrine, exact reproduction at the original text 
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THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA JAIL 

Those who have read Joseph F. Fishman's book, Crucihles 
of Crime, which treats of the seandalous conditions in many 
American jnils, may think it next to impossible for worse emm- 
ditions to exist anywhere. But they would learn that the limit 
of atrocity had not been reached could they read the experi 
ences of a Washington (D. C.) Vreni Star reporter who 
disguised himself as a bum, and had himself arrested and sen- 
tenced to ten days in the District jail. 

“Pete Martin's“ story is too long to repeat here, and 
only a few of the more unsavery details can be given space. 
but these are worth thinking over for several reasons. 

“Tete” speaks well of the superintendent and of the 
guards, who are civil and considerate, ut with this his com- 
mendation ends. The jail is frightfully overcrowded, Built 
many years ago, there hus been since the advent of prahihi- 
tion a rapid growth of population, while the appropriations 
for its maintenance have not been commenstirately increased. 
During the fiscal year 1920-21 the jail housed 3,804 inmates 
on an appropriation of $59,188, while for the current renar, 
with un estimated population af about 12,000, the appropri- 
ation was only $53.000, n decrease of per capita approprintion 
from 515,30 to $4.50. This rapid inerease of population is 
due mostly te gentlemen who have failed to obey the cich- 
teenth commandment. The figures, of course, menn total 
number of guests during the year, not the number housed nt 
one time. 

This hus necessitated the crawding of from six to nine 
men in cells originally designed for two. The cells are 7x5 
feet square, with a lavatory of about the same size, making 
a total floor space of 7x10 fect for gight or nine men. Tere 
they are locked in day and night with intervals for meals. 
There are three bunks ta the cell; the other occupants have to 
sleep on the floor. 

Oh, yes, the floor; that is an important consideration 
here. These men spend most of their time chewing tobacco 


and spilling it on Lhe (ver, no receptacles being provided. By 
hivlt n jail cockroach could ulmost swin on it, And the 
men who have to sleep on the ow? Well, they zue given 
a straw pallet at night, the condition of which ean be 
inasinol, As many of the occupants ane diseased, and 
Montt all have coughs and volds, infection is almost inevitable, 
I the meaning the Moor is tipped up with kerosene, bat given 
no other cleaning, 

The prisoners are aroused at 4.00 A. M., and the first 
meal is brenkfast at 4.30 A. M., und apparently the next 
chance at 1.30 P. AL, when they get soup, tea and bread. 
After eating, the rusty and groasy tin utensils are slightly 
rinsed under the hydrant without the use of soap, und are 
ready for the next meal 

Grafting reigns. Negro peddlers are allowed in the jail, 
who charge for sugar—apparenUly nol served to the prisoners 
it the rate of ciphty cents a pound! There are no towels 
and soup, but dirty rags to be used as towels can be rented 
at five vents a rub, to be passed on lo the next customer 
without washing or drying for another niekel, 

The police court lock-up is described by “Pete Martin” as 
baing twenty feet square, into which at the tine of his visit 
fully 125 men were crowded, each spitting tobacco on the 
flour and over the clothing of his companions, 

“Peto” puts in a pood word for the jail superintendent, 
Who is a man of kindly feclings, but we would ask why, when 
this gentleman makes his aunual report, no mention is imade 
of the aelual conditions in befitting words, and why such 
grafting as is deseribed is permitted. One would think that 
any ordinarily well-disposed official could at least stop the 
grafting, and that he would raise hell te secure some amelior- 
ation of Ihe filth. Rut probably here, us elsewhere, insistence 
on vemedial action would ond in his. being marked as a fault- 
linder and insubordinate, and he would lose his job, 

What has most impressed me in reading “Pete Martin's“ 
vraphic description is not so much the filth itself, as the fact 
that no system seems lo exist by which there shall Le suit- 
able periodical inspections of the jail and the police court. 
Nobody semus to be responsible, not even the publie health 
oflieer, under whose very eyes these things are going on, nor 
the District Couunissioners, who are ultimately responsible 
for the health and welfare of our citizens, bums included. It 
is only another case, familiar to all whe have observed prisons 
elsewhere, that Inspectors do not inspect, thut ollicials charged 
With such duties ave grossly negligent and, if they inspect 
at all, permit tha wool to be pulled over their eyes by those 
who have an interest in concealment. Finally it has to devolve 
upon some private person, such as a representative of a news- 
paper, to expose their neglect of duty. Overerowding calls 
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for new buildings and these take time and money, but this 
cannot be made an excuse for the abominable filth, for the 
graft, which exist in this institution.

ina ghandedly expressed letter ta E. S. members dated October 15th, 
1922, Mr, G. Clieveier, Corresponding Seerctary of the N. S. in France, 
resigned his seerctaryship, the retsun being disagreement wilh the policies 
Of Mrs. Besant (See Grid, May 9th, 1923.) 

On February 11th, 1923, the Agni Lodge of Nice addressed a long and 
frank letter of protest to Mrs. Besant, based largely upan her relations 
with ©. W. Leadbeater, This was followed february 18th by an open let- 


ter to French theosophists from Mr. Louis Revel, one of the oldest mem- 
hers and long president of the Havre Lise. giving his reasons for re- 
sgning from Ute Society. This letter has also been published In English.

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EXPLOITATION OF 'THE INSANE BY PUBLIC OFFICIALS 


In the CRITIC of February 24th a letter of John A, Savage 
was pitblished making serious charges against the manage- 
ment of Saint Elizabeth's Hospital for the insane in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and against the courts and methods, or 
lack of methods, by which persons are committed to this insti- 
tution. Tt was charged that it is the custom of the War, Navy 
and other departments to cause the incarceration of perfectly 
sane persons in this asylum, and to have them held there 
indefinitely without due process of law, and that the courts 
are n party to this procedure. As a result of a grand jury 
investigation Senator Shipstead introduced a resohition for 
the investigation of this national radhouse. 

A new impetus to the investigation of the whole situn— 
tion has recently been given by Representative Blanton, of 
Texas, who stated that Col. Frederiek A, Fenning, one of the 
three Commissioners of the District of Columbia, is candiet- 
ing in his private capacity as lawyer a large and lucrative 
business hy acting as “guardian” far persens committed ty 
Saint Elizabeth's Hospital. When a war veteran who has 
hecome insane, or is supposed to be such, ts sent to Saint 
Elizabeth’s by ihe Veterans’ Bureau, in some way or anothin 
not obvious Cal. Fenning becomes his “guardian,” a finetion 
whieh may be briefiy described by saying that he is allowed ta 
pocket ten per cent of the principal of the praperly of the 
unfortunate patient, and in addilinn ten per cent of his Income, 
which consists in part of his pension. Seventy-five such cases 
were reported to Mr. Blanton by the Veterans’ Turan, while 
tim examination of the Distriel Supreme Court records showed 
that on May 16th, 1925, Col, Fenning was acting as guardian“ 
tor 132 patients! Notwithstanding that Col. Fewung, with 
his salary as District Commissioner, and with len per cent 
of the exnpilal and ten per cent af the income of these 132 
patients, can hardly be regarded as suffering from poverty, 
we are disposed to sympathize with him. The duties of Dis- 
trict Commissioner are onerous and should absorb all of his 


(une, unc it is chained that he takes "i persdial interest” in 
elt of these 132 wifortumites, so that he must indeed be a 
neh oversyorked may, Further, if Me. Blanton's assertions 
ave correct, this personal interest does not always cease with 
the death of (he patient, and he still continues to be a “guar- 
dinn” at ten per cent. 

tt is forther stated that the District police have power to 
arrest any person wham they suspect of being insane, and 
% vomit him for observation to the Gallinger Municipal 
Hospital, whenee he is sent to Saint Elizabeth's for further 
observation for thirty days, a period which is somelne: con- 
vepiontly extended to many months, and all this without war- 
rant or other legal procedure or commitment, Whether Col. 
Fonning gels the guardianship of persons su committed does 
not appear at first sight, bul iL is well lo remember that he 
is one of the heads of the police department which does the 
apprehending. 

Possibly there may be nothing out of the way in the 
Connuissioner having at Ube sawe tine he monopoly of milk- 
ing the patients al Saint Elizabeth's Hospital. But there are 
plenty of good lawyers in Washington among whom the work 
might be divided, and it is just as well to know what's what, 
amt whether some quid pro quo is rendered as an inducement, 
and why a man whe may be but temporarily insane should 
be muleted of one-tenth of his property and income for the 
privilege of having Col. Fenning look after the other nine- 
tenths. That this is District Jaw is true, but the fees charged 
are far in excess of those demanded by the regular trust com- 
panies. 

Ii is therefore a cause for congratulation that several 
resolutions have been introduced both in House and Senate, 
willing for a thorough investigation of Saint Elizabeth's Tos- 
pital aud other District and National institutions, including 
the Juvenile Court, the National Training School for Boys, 
the National Training School for Gols and, mind you, even 
(he Supreme Court of the District of Columbia. That a 
Supreme Court should be made the subjcet of a congressional 
inquiry is surprising, but would seem to be called for in view 
of Mr. Savages charges. That the Juvenile Court should 
be investiyated is evidont in view of charges that have been 
made Chat giris are tumed over to the House of the Good 
Shepherd, a Roman Catholic institution, which is said to be a 
public unc in disguise, where they are made to work for 
the pecuniary profit of the institution, but practically as 
slaves, as they receive no compensation. 

One of the resolutions also calls for an investigation of

recling obviously tumerfect quotations, some of which unquestionably 
exist in the original edition, they inight have been rendering a service to 


students. But it is no service to doctor up II. P. R's Enghsh, already 
corrected under her supervision by two edueated helpers, (he two Keigbt- 
leys, to suit their own standards of taste and elegance, when It was already 
sufficiently clear and explicit. In so doing they risked, and actuality did 
Introduce changes of meaning. For who can substitute thousands of 
words or phrases for others and rewrite whole sentences and be sure of 
not altering the sense, even it in but a slight degree? Further to replace 
a word of Anglo-Saxon origin by a more polite one of Greek ar Lalin deriva- 
(ton is mot only the trick of a schoolboy, but insufferable pedantry when 
done by a pupil to his teacher, 

You will say, perhaps, that I am making mountains of molehilis and 
that most of these changes are insignificant. If Insignificant, they should 
not have been made; it they affect the meaning in the slightest degree, 
they are unpardonuble. In either case the term “murtilation” Is an apt 
one. Some 30,000 such foolish “corrections” have been made in the two 
volumes, and below I shall give a very few as samples, taken entirely ut 
random, from which it will appear that some are needless while others 
introduce changes of meaning. Multiply these by 2,000 and you will see 
that the chances of change of the original meaning are innumerable.

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ASTONISHING CRIME CONDITIONS IN MISSOURI 

The Missouri Assoeiation for Criminal Justice, a hody 
organized in 1924 through the efforts of the Missouri Bay 
Association, has recently completed an elaborate survey of the 
results in that state of the administration of criminal justice 
which, it is hoped, will lead to an entire revision of {le meth- 
ods of procedure in criminal cases, and which affords sone 
explanation of the prevalent demand for greater severity. 

It would appear from this survey thal erime is at present 
about the safest business one can engage in and that the risks 
are far less than in most mercantile pursuits, 

Let us glance at a Few of the findings. 

In St. Louis in the year from October Ist, 1923 to October 
Ist, 1924, 149 cases of murder and mamslanghter were ve- 
ported, for which only 25 persons were ultimately given some 
sort of punishment, Of 2,701 burglaries only 107 were pun- 
ished. There were 2,075 robberies (legally distinguished from 
burglary), for which 379 arrests were made, While only 85 
received punishment. Of 4,277 lavcenies 94 were punished;: 
17 were punished out of 369 cases of embezzlement; 30 were 
punished out of 758 forgeries; 16 people were punished for 
3,115 automobile offenses. As a whole, there were 13,441 
major crimes during the year, for which only 374 people were 
punished. 

The actual facts show that there is only one chance in 6 
of being punished for murder in St. Louis, while in Kansas 
City there is hut one chance in 11. In St. Louis there is one 
chance in 25 of being punished for robbery and in Kansas 
City one in 28. In Kansas City lmrglars [are hetter, for there 
are 99 chances in 100 of escaping scot-free. 

Once caught, and having failed fo clude the law in one 
way or another, the offender still has an excellent chance of 
escaping the full legal penalty imposed. Taking St. Louis 
again, there were 242 offenders sentenced to the penitentiary, 
of whom 40 did not actually go there, their sentences being 
commuted to the Reformatory, while some were paroled at 
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unve. OL the 202 who actually went to the penitentiary 100 
were on Liwo-yeur sentences, bul within 13 months sil int 
21 diel teen released. Ont vl move than 1,000 serious re- 
forimatory cases with an average sentence of 50.6 months, the 
actual average served was 11,5 months. 

Whatever may be the defects ov virtues of the Missouri 
parole systemi Jt appears to be a shocking failure as conned 
with that of many other states. It was shown that out of 
1,000 vecent paroles 2h per cent of the parolees disappeared 
iminedately, while another 25 per cent were returned for 
new crimes or other parole violations, Compare this with the 
parole results in the three Federal penitentiavies In 1924, 
Where there were only 2.64 per cent of violations, and with 
the recent Ontario (Canada) report, whieh shows only 4.3 
per count of failures, It may be generally stated that the 
Vr of parole violations does not reach 10 per cent, a 
tisk well worth taking for the salvage of the remaining 90 
pur cont ar more. The cause of the failure of parale in 
Aissouri+does not lie, therefore, in the generell principle of 
parole, hut either in a detective law or in key administration, 
ov both, ‘hese facts ave well worth bearing in mind, for the 
average persun, and the press bkewise, is prone to demand 
total abolition of parole rather than sounder jaws and better 
administration, 

The study of ten years’ experience shows that in Missouri 
ihe average tine from the commission of a crime to final 
aclion by the court is neurly 26 months, while in England, 
Which has a very low crime record, the fora) decision is usually

The 
prison population, therefore, consists largely of defectives and 
Subnet, and so we have the speculations of those wha 
consider criminality as teeessarily associated with sobie sort 
of mental defect; erime is considered as due to disease be- 
cuuse it is the diseased ones who happen to get caught. 

It is stated that New York is already undertaking a simi- 
lar survey in that state, and the same is being urged in Massa- 
chusetts. Ultimately, Uren, we may hope that legislatures, 
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with the aid of intelligent and trained advisers, will spend a 
portion of the time in bettering the Jaws we already have 
which they are now devoting to pestering honest citizens with 
regulations which constitute them potential criminals; that 
they will devote more allention to handling the crinies we 
have, and less to inventing new crimes.

We nre glad to learn from an article in the 
Washington Post of March 29th, that under the beneficont rule of War- 
den Snook the inmates of Atlanta penitentiary are well pleased with 
their treatment, despite the terrible overcrowding, which seems to bo in 
striking contrast with Mr, Biddle’s government hotel at Leavenworth. 
In just what their rejoicing consists Is not stated, but we road elsewhere 
that Remus, millionaire bootlegger, spent $70,000 on entertainments dur- 
ing his two years’ sojourn st Atlanta. This should have added not a 
little to the joy of the inmates, if evenly distributed, Atlanta has a 
duek mill which makes aur mail bags and uniforms for our sailors. The 
workers gel un average wage of $8 per month, or 33 cents a day, Owing 
to the superstition prevailing in the Government that prison-made goods 
must be for Guvernment use only, there is much unemployment and 
Mr. Snook is casting about tur other suitable industries. He might start 
making soap and towels for the Washington Jail. 

A Triumph for Parole. Tn five years 1,149 prisoners have been lib- 
erated on parole from the prisons of Ontarlo, only 46 relapsing. 95.7 per 
cent have made good, at a saving to Lie Province of neurly $96,000. Anti- 
parole howlers make much noise, but facts don't back them,

Mrs. O. Wisdinayer, 
of Edgewater, Colorado, has taken up the werk of disposi 


of prisoner's urtieles sent to her, and at her request I publish 
the following:

From developmeeis up to (he present time it would appear that 
a avn of flest-elass dimensions ts being uncovered, involving egal 
convient oF persans, sane and insane, and the muleting of inmates 
under the farm of guardianship by Commissioner Fenning, of the Bis- 
trist of Cobltnbin, in collusion with Dr. William A. White, the Super- 
itenei wh the asylom. 

Al this thie two congressiunnl committees are conducting investiras- 
lions, nnd en strong is the weling In Gongrese that an April Ad the 
whale une rose to ia font, exrept twonty members, iti response to a 
call from Representative Manion, who is engineering the invstigatians. 
IL js Saig thal therm tins not heen a demunstralion of this kinn in the 
House for more than fen years, An endeaver is being made to impeack 
Cowunissioner Fenning. 

Among the many facis so far elicited it was shown that Superinten- 
dent While, in charge of the asylum, has heen In the habit of nominating 
Wenning, who is also a lawyer, as guardian for inmates in return for 
special favors, and that Wenning has been in the habit of charging war 
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veterans and other inmales nat only 10 per cent of thelr capital, but 2 
Tunning charge uf 10 per cent of thelr inetane, and offen more, up to 22 
or even above 50 per cent. One case fs given of a irn war veteran 
who owned only $648, of which Fenning muletef him all tol $14. 

It was also in evidence on the testimony of Corporation Cuunsel 
Stephens that during the past four months 150 persons have Lem) thrown 
into the asylurtis ab the Instigelion of the Commissioners, while Crandall 
Mackey, late commonwealth attorney of Virginia, teslifed that there 
are hundreds being Megally beld on no further warrant than a letter 
from the Public Mealth Service. 

The Veterans’ Bureau records sbow that Fenning has pocketed 10 
per cent, or $73,000, of the personal estates of shellslineked velerans, 
while the Supreme Court Records show that fe has received $109,000 
from other inmates of St. Wiaabeth’s. 

It would seem that all of the insane asylum sennwlala which Hare 
been aired in the Carnie from time tn time Wecnme inetenificant us com 
pared with that of St. Blizabelh's. In the opinion of Mr. Ulanton Coni- 
missloner Fenning deserves à term of 25 years in the penttontiavy, The 
existence of an outside ring operiting in conjunction with the sirperin- 
tendent, is suspected, which includes even a firm of wuderiakers who 
charge exorbitant fees for burying fwmates. It has also been shown that 
tle money spent for “coal” during the past ten years wonla bny over 
7,23 tons per cupite per annum, notwithstaniing that the [indies are 
packed in Uke sardines, an amount sifieient to heat a good sized Rouse 
for a whole winter in this climate.

ti is a poud old ducinine that (hu teacher is to be Judged by whal 
he teaches, not by whul he says, or calisex or permita others to say, lu 
praise wl himself, by the value of his leuching, nur by what he looks 
ike, The sure token of a false prophet is seltadvertising, and no 
Wonder; for while the line prophet cares unly for what he has lo give 
and has uu time to waste un himself, no desire to be adialred or praised, 
ihe halso prophet must uf mecessity fall back on advertising methods, 
seoing Hiat bis salritual poods cannot stand on their own merits. I know 
few thittes more instructive than to observe the course of theosophical 
history, lu colmpure the Modesty of II. P. Blavatsky with the vanily and 
humailesty of the leaders of today. 

IL P. B. rarely tathed of herself; she subordinated herself to her 
Work; she lett no aulobiography; would hardly permit herself to be 
pholosraphed; did not HH the pages of her journals with testimontals 
tu her greatness. For all such methods she had the most thorough 
content. What de we see today? Mrs, Besant has presented us with 
un aitehiography, her vanity not permitting her to leave it to her execu- 
{oes te publish, and which is elearly written for self-advertising purposes, 
dint she supplements It with a serial autoblography in nearly every issue 
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ul Yhe Test. She ills ils pages with leadalory material, prints 
Pholegraphs of herself without end, gives space Lo poems written in her 
praise aul testimonials from poblic men as to her greatness, Read auy 
ot (he official Ureosuphical journals of teday which are controlled by her, 
aud Fun will huedly disenver what Libis Theesopby is, so much attention 
is given to the advertising of leaders, both by themselves aud by others, 
UI you canuel kelp thinking of the admonition of Christ ““Therefare, 
when thou Unesi thing Alms, do not somad a trumpet before thee, as 
the hypocrites do in the synagogue and in the streeta, thal they may 
have glury of men,” 

But we are wore concerned with M. F. B. Why did she not leave an 
aiitodiograitiy? Plataly eneogh she was tow occupied with ber work, 
timught too litle of herself, did nat consider her persanalliy an argu- 
ment or belleve that books of photographs or pamphlets crammed with 
tevtiitvenials could add tu the force and value of what she had to give. 
Only when oder the greal stress of the Coulomb affair did she permit 
Mr, Sinnett to write Jnriionts in the Life of Madume Blavatsky, and 
then only with (he greatest reluctance. What she thought of his project 
will he found in ber Letiers lo Sinnett, chiefly in Letter No. 60, from 
which 4 quote a portion: 

Out of (en women omrricd anil unmarried if you find one who is 
pu re—I am ready to proclaim the present world comparatively holy, yet 
with very few exceptions all tle women are lars to Miemselres as to 
others, Men are all no better than animals and brutes in their lower 
natures. And It ts they, such d tof, hut I am going to ask to sit in judg- 
ment over me; to address them tacitly and virtually, by describing certain 
events in wy life in the Memoirs to “please give me the vewefit of the 
doubt.” “Dear ladies and gentlemen, you, who have never failed to sin 
behind à shut door, you, who are all tainted with the embraces of other 
women's husbands and other men’s wives, you, net one sf whim is 
exempt from the pleasure of keeping a skeleton or two in your fainily 
clusets—picase lake my defense.” No Sir, { die rather than do it! As 
Hartumnn truly remarked, it is far wore important what | myself think 
of me, han whal lhe world does. it is that which I une of myself 
that wilh be my judge hereafter, nut what a reader who bays for a few 
shillings my life, “a wide wp one” as he will always think—belleves of 
me. It 1 had daughters whose reputations 1 might damage by failing to 
justify my behaviour 1 would perhaps resort to such an indignity. As 
1 kave none aud that three days after my death all the world save a few 
theosophists and friends will have forgotten my pame—tet all go, I say 


II. l. B's real autublography is te be found in these intimate letters 
tò Mr, Sinnett and nis wife, in them she expressed the thought and 
ihe need of the moment without view of publication, there is no dress- 
ing up With the aim of winning good opinion. Here we see her joys, her 
sorrows, her sullerings, offen betrayed in connection with minor mat- 
tərs, offen with the weighticr problems of the Society and of Theosophy. 
Whether the Letters are to be commended for general reading is a ques 
lion on which there is a difference of opiuion. For those easy-going 
people who have never known great dificulties and struggles, who have 
nut une to mourn friends grown cold, who have not been confronted 
with the choice between following the path of duty in the face of sem- 
lugly insuperable obsiacles, ur of taking the broad aad easy way, it is 
likely that they may not mean much, and may even excite contemipi 
or derision. Lut for two Classes they are important. For those who use 
friendship as a means of self-advaneement, as something to be lightly 
cust unite when persecution or slunder touches its objert, they hold 
np a mirror into which it would be well for them to look. For those 
who have themselves suffered these things and who have been dis- 
posed fo falter, the following fragment from a leiter to Mrs. Sinnett 
(pages 104-5) is perhaps the most significant of the whole series: 
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My dearest Mrs. Sinnett—wy Arar} is Woken—pbdypalcally and morally, 
For the first 1 do not cure; Master shall take care ft shall noi hurst, 
so long as lam needed; in the second case there is no help.

I said "Ywa," and 
thus signed my wretched doom, for the suko of the few who teere entitied 
to Mie thanks Shall you telleve me JEJ say, that among those few your 
two names slood prominent? You may disbelieve, or perhaps donbt—yet 
it was so. Death was so welcome at that hour, rest so needed, so de- 
aired; life Uke the one that stared me in the face, aml that la realised 
now—so miserable; yet how could L say No to Him who wantel me tu 
live!

I refrain from comment: the passuge speaks far more eloquently 
than I am able to do, and he whu cadiiot perceive through It the great 
herpic heart of the writer could wot be roached by any words of mine, 
I kuow what these things mean; I have hud the privilege of suffering 
ume of them in my small way, and for that reason the dogged perse- 
verance of IL P. B, in spite of her sufferings means se much to me. I can 
struggle along without a profound knowleilge of Tha Seeret Doctrine; the 
rounds and the races will manage to gel along despite my ignorance. But 
1 must play my title part to the Mit of my power. And so in nsomenta 
when everything seems falling about me ard there is neither help nor 
coneolation in ang direction and even annihilation would seem a paradise, 
turn te that example for more courage, Even her impetnmisness, her 
odd ways and not always choice expressions mean but one thing— 
here was one Who triumphed, not as à superhuman being, but as one who 
wus “human at the red-ripe of the heart,” who sueceeded nat because of 
tock of human fratity, hut notwillisianding I. Such on one is my bero, 
nat those who overwhelm us with photographs and with “messages” tes- 
tifying to their divine commission, but who nevertheless (as H. P. B. 
might have said) are having a damned good time of it. ‘Yo win as 
II. P. B. won, to have been able to fight wy buttle alone, I need be, 
and to have succeeded! in keeping on fighting even al the final cost of 
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niy life—that is sumthing } would infinitely prefer to ali of the praises 
showered on out present-day leaders, saints, aposties, bishops, arhats. and 
lo the personal acquaintance of every Mahatma on the list—the lesson 
is owe thot calls for jo New Teacher, shonting ataut happiness—lIt ts 
the old way of the crusa. 

Aud this was the way of her passing, as described by Walter R. Old 
in Lucifer, on the second White Lotus Day: 

‘Thus seated in the chair in which for years she bad warked, wiih- 
out a struggle or a murmur—-thovghtful, 1 think, even to the end 
She let slip her Ife of pain, as silently as a tired chill might fall to slecp, 
upon iis mother's breast. L have often wished thal sanie of her tra- 
deers might have seen her die. There was a grandenr, a resignation, an 
assuraice of well-being in the repose of her face whieh would more ihan 
have answered the most cotifident altacks that had ever been levelled 
by her enemies againgt her reputation and her character,

Up to the present time Congress bas been so busy look- 
ing into the profitable pumardianship lusiness of District Coni- 
mission Feiming, who earned an immudest livelihood by 
extracting cash Trom shell-shocked veterans and others com- 
fined in Saint Elizabeth's Hospital, the National insane asylum, 
that it has nol been able to get down to the investigation of 
the Lroutinent of the inmates of this institution. Two Ilause 
committees, the Veterans’ Committee, and the District Com- 
mittee, haye been busy for days hearing evidence ayainst the 
Commissioner, the result being that impeachment proceedings 
Will be begun against hin unless in the meantinw the President 
douands his resignation, The committee rooms were filled 
With jeeriug crowds and it was with difficulty that order could 
he preserved. 

Mr. Fenning was required to give a bond for each of the 
many veleranys whom the Superintendent kindly allowed to 
be handed over to bin. ‘The cost of the bond was, us was 
proper, charged against Lhe estate of the veteran, Mr. Fen- 
ning, however, was agent for a bonding colupany and pol a 
commission of 25 per cent of Lhe premium which, instead of 
crediting to his ward, as he should have done, he put in his 
own pocket, thereby overcharging his ward and victim 33 
per cent. In another case it is stated that he had muleted an 
insane person by charging him a large fee as guardian, then 
transferring the estate from himself as guardian to himself 
as collector—another fat fee—and finally from hiniself as col- 
lector to himself as executor—~another fee, collecting over a 
thousand dollars for simply changing his role in the affair and 
turning over papers in his own ollice. 

There are said to be considerably over a hundred persons 
in Saint Elizabeth's who have been sent there without proper 
legal conunitment, often un on the basis of a telephone call 
fron somebody, and who will shortly be set at liberty, One 
case is that of an arny physician who had gone to Walter 
keed Hospital for treatment of his feet. Ile was told he could 
gel the right treatment at Saint Wlizabeth’s, went there, and 
once in could not get out. Somebody had apparently put this 
over on him to get him out of the way. Another veteran came 
to Washington on business and was invited to step over to 
Saint Mlivabeth's for an examination. Thinking he was to be 
examined for a pension he went, and he, toe, was forced to 
stay. liis insanity consisted in trying to collect a debt from 
nn army ollicer who probably adopted this method of dodging 
his ereditar. 

It is scarcely to be imagined that the case of Saint Eliza- 
beth’s is an isolated one. As a Federal institution it is pre- 
sumably above the level of many, if not most insane asylums, 


and it is likely that could sufficient interest be aroused many 
more cases of abuse would be uncovered elsewhere. One 
obstacle is that these institutions are supposed to be in 
charge of psychiatrists, and as psychiatrists, thanks to 
the prevailing superstition about medical diplomus, are 
regarded as ranking in infallibility only below the Pope 
himself, complaints proceeding from inmates or ex-inmates 
are likely to be looked on as mere ravings of lunatics. Bat 
while Saint Elizabeth’s inmates are fortunate in getting oif 
with the lass of their money, in Lhe Washington State asylums 
they are even relieved of their lives oceasionally, if we are to 
believe statements published in the Veterans’ Magazine about 
the trentment of war victims in the asylums of that state. 

The writer, our friend Mrs. Myrtle de Montis, of Gigg 
Harbor, Wash., who usually knows what she says, tells the 
following among others. Veterans confined in the Western 
asylum were habitually knocked down, horsewhipped and 
choked till unconscious by a towel twisted abont their necks, 
a process locally known as “necking them out,” after whieh 
they were dragged by the heels and thrown under water. 
Ralph Belles, a harmlessly insane veteran, was confined in 
the Northern asylum. Being nearly starved and being refused 
enough food he tried to escape, whereupon he was strapped 
in u chair and an attendant was placed aver him who punched 
him in the abdomen every time he moved. As he continued 
to beg for food he was placed in a strait-jacket, suspended by 
the collar with his toes barely touching the ground, and left 
thos half-naked for hours wich the winter wind blowing on 
him through the open window. Finally he succumbed to his 
beatings and hangings and died, This man was one of many 
for whom the Federal government pays the State of Washing- 
ton $4.20 a day for maintenance, turning them over to the 
mercies of a lot of brutes, with only a casual fareieal inspec- 
tion by Federal authorities, wha see only what they are 
wished to see. 


AN ECONOMIC ASPECT OF CAPITAL PUNISIIMENT 

The prevailing custom of disposing of murderers hy put- 
ting them to death is usually either attacked or defended on 
moral grounds. There is, however, an economic reason against 
capital punishment which is seldom referred to, but which is 
well worth our consideration. 

Jet us assume that ſhere exists in the stale prison n well- 
conducted system of productive lahor. Let us assume that 
un ordinary convict under proper supervision is worth $2.00 
a day after deducting the cost of maintenance. Working 300 
days in the vear he would produce the equivalent of $600 in a 
year, or in twenty years $12,000, That represents the sum 
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which is saved instend of wasted by killing him, Whether it 
be $5,000 or $25,000, the principle is the saine. In order to 
gratify our feeling of revenge, in order to indulge in the 
notion that murder em be prevented by murder, we deliber- 
ately destroy a valuable asset to that amount, 

What becomes of that $12,000 more or less? In Minnesota 
eniptal punishment has been abolished. The murderer is put 
to work, The is paid wages and is allowed to keep $3.00 a 
Wnth for his own use, the remainder being paid to his 
tumily if he las one. What remains over from the profit from 
his labor goes to the state mil is used as a state aid fund for 
helping the families of convicts und for other charitable and 
educational purposes. 

Daestt't that strike you as far more reasonable than tak- 
ing u um out, hanging or glectroeutſug him, paying the execu- 
tioner’s wad undertaker’s bills and letting his family starve? 
In these days of progress when a use has been found for 
almost every sort of waste material, even gurbage and sewage, 
isn’L it time to consider seriously the possible uses of capital 
olTuders ?

Aine the reforms fatrodneedt in recent years is that of sending 
hor ten wi to vod building camps, such men receiving duily wages, 
„ stein bol yet fatrodueed in the prison, T understand. Classes in 
varions subjects are held in the prison, these being in charge of well 
educated men whe have been so unfortioate as to beconie permanent 
bowlers ah the imiitntion. Lhe University of California has also placed 
ils entensio Courses uf the seyviee of the prisoners without charge, 
und in this way the facilities for intramural edneation are exeelent, 
better, J ine, than in any other prison, The ed\ycxtioual tarilities 


are described in the May Bulletin. and to these 1 shall return tater. 

Another item which interests me is one on the preseut Captain 
of the Yard, an official pecullar to California prisons, whe enntes dircctiy 
into contact with the inmates and upon whom “devolves the disclplimry 
responsibility and the care, fram day to day, af the moral, spiritual, 
Indiistrial and recreational activities of the prisoner.” Thal is a rather 
large progrum for one mun, but the wen seem pleased with (he present 
incumbent Elmer J. Itnbbs, Reldentiy the former voterions Captain 
of ihe Yard has passed on. I have forgotten his name, and if the 
stories told of him are true, he Js lucky if God has forgotten him Jike- 
wise. 

I have always held that a prison magazine showid be chiefly gevotet 
to prison matters and should not attempt literary stunts in rivalry 
with outside publications, This The Rulletiy adheres to quite ennsist- 
ently, Jb is an Inside maguzine, not an ontside magazine published 
inside, and the general tone is dignified, the material interesting and 
almost wholly original. My compliments to tho editor and his enn- 
tributors.

Penal Notes 

Maldte Ages Custom in the 0.. The District of Columbia possesses 
three penal institutions, the District jail, the loathsome cundition of 
which was tleseribed in the Cuivre of Maren 24th, the workhouse al 
Occoquan, Va, and the District retormatory at Lorton, Va. All of these 
are run by one man, M. M. Barnard., It has transpired in the congrès- 
sional fnventigation that some of the men al Lorton are kept shackled, 
the shackles being riveted on aid therefore permanent. ‘While the 
hutaber of these is fow, it may bo doubted whether such a relic of bar 
barism could be found in any other penal jnstitution in the elvitized world. 
And this exists In what is designated as a penifentiary without walls, 
& model institution conducted on a humano basis! 

Tnprisonment of Witnessecs. In the recently issued report of the 
Crimes Survey Committee, appointed by the Law Association of Phila- 
delphia some years ugo, attention js culled to the fact that witnesses 
ure offen Jmprisoned for several months, and that while they are entitled 
to $1.50 a day this is seldom slowed by the court, the excuse being that 
the Witte is performing a public duty uml therefore should serve 
withoul canipensation, Meanwhile their families and affairs can take 
care of lhewselves, Tho imprisonment therefore becomes a punishment, 
nol fer committing an offense, bul for seeing it Naturaily this absurd 
system can only serve te induce witnesses to keep In the background 
und therefore to render the punishment of crime more difficult. 

flaw Mranee Treats its Connicly, March 80th the convict ship La 
Martiniére sallet from France, beartug 6&0 prisoners Lound for Devil's 
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Island aud the penal settlemenis in French Guiana. The wen were 
mostly confined in cages, 320 men being confined In a etage 15 yards 
long by 4 or 5 yards wide, the only alr and light caming throni a sult 
opening in the deck. This gives less thait a symare yard lo each iwan, 
Others are locked up in tron boxes so shall Cat it ts Hinpossihla lo lie 
down withaut donbling up, and which when ehseg admit nu light 
whatever. I'ruviston is made for turning ve steam upan the mes in 
case of disturbance. They don’t have ta wait for this to he cuted, 
however, as much of the course of the ship Hes in the tropics und the 
heat below deck must be intolerable. 

“Putling Psychiatry on ihe Map Dr. Willlam A. White, superin- 
tendent of Saint Elizabeth's Government insane asylum, amilis that the 
law requires him to devole tus entire time to the institution. Catled upon 
to explain how it helper Saint Jlizaheth’s for bint le go te Chicago and 
festify in the Leopoli- Loch trial he replied: “We fellows win testithed 
felt it was a magnificent oppurtunity to pnt psyehiafry on the map, Theat 
wus the spirit with which we went there” Putting psychiatry on the 
map in exchange fer a fee of 7250 a day, and depriving the government 
of the services for which he was being paid meanwhile is a sort of 
pliilanthropy which savors more of the atmosphere wf a lunatic asylum 
than of common-sense. Probably only a man will the “fave” of a psy- 
ehivtrist cowld get away with suchen prelexi. 


A Paradise for the Insane. It is reporled that s#tralt jackets ung 
padded eells have been abolished In the six state Insane axy his in Texas, 
which house 9,000 inmates, This fas been reudered possiblt thrust 
the jntroduction of more humane treatment, better surrovidings amel 
amusements. 350 strait-jackeis were recently destroyed at the state has- 
pitul at San Antonio, This should afford something for prison wandens, 
also, to think about, as well as for those whe harp on the cnldling af 
prisoners and who demand Mat they be “treated rough.”

Even 
where the motives af the act were severnl we eliminate the bad and 
uta the goed ones, As we always want ta stand well in eur own 
st umtlah, tw say nothing af that af others, [0 follows that the pseudo: 
motives which we select ave Invartubly more praiseworthy thin those 
which use been replace. Luring this process of substitute we are 
knowingly dishonest with ourselves aid with others. In the final stage we 
ate wer awn dupes. 

And thus, as time passes, we aecumuinte a sort of history of vur own 
acis, creditable to pursélres, almirably adnpteg as toaterial for an auto- 
hiogaphy. hul utterly false as far as bur Own character is concerned, 
From beit honest rascals, perhaps, we convert ourselves into dishanost 
hyporhes, pasing before Ihe world us well as ourselves for anything but 
whai we are, 

an tia ts hot natural. Our social standing, the esteem of those 
Whom We wold have Jove of respect UA, und often even our bread aud 
hutter depend nnan it, Nol one pf us who is net going throogh this 
substitution process all the tine unless we have trained ourselves 
agninsi it. 

THIS process of spiritual degeneration is as nalural as is the oxida- 
tion of the tissues in (he body. and It is therefore necessary from time 
to {ime lo muderiake a sort of housecleaning, fo ask ourselves, in the 
secrecy ol Our owh hearts, whether ahr prist acts were really due to what 
We would ue to have them thaugit te be, or lo something else. Tk is 


well tu set aside a few hours now and then to take stock of ourselves and 
to clean hause, Lo teeover the forgotten ur neglected true motives and to 
eet hem back in their rightful place. llowerer unpleasant and distveart- 
ening the process niay be. and 1 can assure you from iny own experience 
that tt may be disheartening, we are thereby pelting buck to that sound 
uderstinding Of wurselves which alone can serve as a basis for future 
coris. I have been literally dumfounded at times to discover huw had 
L have been, how selfish or igneble were the motives for acts which 
1 had come to regard as praiseworihy. 


Diffeult and unpleasant as it may he, it would be far better to nip 
this pernicious substitution habit al the start. We are not always called 
upon to explain our motives to others, hut when we are it would be bert- 
ter ta risk the consequences of frankly admitting that we acted from this 
or that impure, selfish, sordid or foolish motive than to evnceal our 
maludorons motives with the perfume uf specious excuses. Tu the Nisi 
place, badly as we may have pul ourselves wrong with karma, for 
which we shail have lo take the consequences, in the second we are 
adding to our karmie account decepiion. and in addition to han ing ta 
atòne for being honestly bad we must pay up for being a hypocrite 
You ean lie lo your wife about Where you spent the evening, aiid get 
away with it, will a stock of guod credit and kisses besides; hut you 
cannoli possibly wet karma to hiss you unless you deserve iL fur karma is 
a lerrible retainer of gradges. The wound you inflict om your soul by 
acthue the hypoeriie to yoursell or others is one of the hardest of all 
wountis to heal. 


So if you don't want Lo run down the karmic bill, you will see that 
you are linnest Crom the start; you will confess your sins promptly to 
such) ay are copceried, aud you will take an occasional review of your- 
self, a sort of spiritual inspection. and will ameud whatever mischief 
you haye done as far as you are able, 


Needless to say this process of spiritual introspection must be in- 
dulged in with cure. You can scout the kettle Lill there is no kettle left. 
And if you are of à selfilepreciating turn of mind you may begin the 
reverse process of substituting In your recollection bad motives for those 
which were really proper, until at last you get yourself inte that frame 
of mind where there is nothing for you to Wo hut to exelaim: “Lard. 
have mercy upon me, miserable siner“ Good people hare been known 
to become insane through the conlemplatien of their own Imagined 
wickeilness. 


The advantage of the theosoplileal system of cleaning house as com- 
pared wilh the current Christian method is thal, while in the latter you 
situply call in he Savior and leave It to him to carry away the dirt, while 
you repose al eave on the sofa, the theosophical system makes it Ini- 
perative that you da your own cleaning, whereby you become familiar 
with the various kinds aun sources of dirt and are the better equipped 
jo prevent their accumulation in future. There is no beavenly charwoman 
In the theosophieal system. 

As a cleaning brush 1 usually use that wundertul littl book, Light 
on the Path, whieh is suited as well for the study of orthodox Chris- 
Hans ns of theosuphisis. It you will read it attentively vou will be 
browght face to face with your own soul, you will be enabled to witness 
your shoricomings and learn the Way to overcome them I do not 
think T exaggerate tu saying that 1 owe more to that one book than to 
kny other. You will not understand it all, and its seeming paradoxes 
may at first perplex or dishearten you. Bul as fast as you master 
nut of its precepts you will find yourself in a position te struggle with 
the neat, till yon hüve mastered it all—and when you have done so, from 
the first page to (he last, you will understand what is necessary to stand 
in the presence of the Masters, or, if you preter, to form a member of 
the celestial band of harpists. 


1 might add a word on the way in whieh we can help uthers to 
clean house. Social cunventions forbid it in most cases, hut between 
real friends, those who ure entitled to be sincere with each otter, who 
want to help ench other, frankwess is most yalnahle, In aur desire to

Liberal Catholic Church principles. One of these wilt he at Adyur, one 
at Sydney, one in Holland. Mrs. Besant will be the Rector (i, e. the 
Bass), Saint Arundale the Principal and Saint Wedgwoud (Gud belp te!) 
Director of Studies. Speuking of this World University in n speech he fore 
the General Council of the British Section, 1. S, Mir. William Lefins Mare 
who, to bls credit be it sald, is neither an Ariat. an Aposile, nor a Bishop, 
remarked: “The faet is, Str. the World University, like the World Religion, 
to which it is affiliated. does not exist. There are no bulldings, no prò: 
fessors, no senAte, no graduate, no traditlon, no libraries, no students, and 
as I understand, no funds. ‘There are self-appointed ameers who claim to 
be divinely appointed. They have grabbed the educational fonction of 


ihe lH. effected au affiliation with it. They have humiliated the Society 
by forcing upon it as Director of Special Studies the two men most dis 
crodiled of ali the membership, against whom the Suclety and the world 
revult. ‘This wonesintent University is we are old associated with the 
Advent of the great world teacher whom many members reject.” 

uin short, (he World University le not a university at all; it is nothing 
but hut air, and unless Mrs. Besants “King of the World” sends down 
A shower of gold and a supply of brains it will never be anything else. 
Before he took to Mshoning Saint Arundale had some experience in 
education, Lut Wedgwood's knowledge is mostly limited to chnir boys. 
And they are doing jt all for Krishna, so says Arundale. Incidentally 
it ts characteristic that Mrs. Besant has reserved the most important 
office for herself, Hut it is likely to be an easy Job, n gust of warm wind 
in each Throsephiat, announcing Krishnaji's appointment of this or that 
petUconted nonentity to a professorship. 

One Leg in Already. That the lard Maitreya will occupy the body 
of Mr. Krishnamurti has been repeatedly announced by Apole Desant, 
ung is tho belief of members of the Order of the Star in the East. When 
the occupation will occur seems tu be a matter of doubt, though we are 
oMelally informed that it will be soon, as the Lord, impatient at the 
State of affairs in The world, hae pruimised to hasten his cumming. From 
a stalement made hy Mrs, Besant in The Minirwy Weekly Man, January 
21 (also in The Theosophist, February, page $57), the Lord has already 
got one leg into Krishnamurti, for daring an address at Adyar, December 
28th, as described! by Mrs. Besant, the following convincing thing occur 
red, Krishnaji “was concluding bis lecture, speaking of the World 
Teacher, with the words: He comes to lead us and he comes only lo 
those who have understood, who have suffered, who are unhappy, whe 
fre unenlightened, He comes to thase who want, who desire, who long.’ 
And there was a slight start, and a voice of penetrating sweetness rang 
uut Ubrough lia lips: 1 come fur those whe want sympathy. who want 
happiness, Who are longing to be reloased, wl are longing to find bapp!- 
ness in all things, 1 come to refurm, not to lear down; not to destroy, 
but to build” ‘This sudden change in the personal pronoun and the 
super honeyed tone of voice are regarded by Mrs [Besant as evidence 
that Maitreya was himself talking. From this we conclude that the 
new Teacher will function chielly as a purveyor of spiritual paregeric 

Another authority tells us that the new Teacher will not be satis- 
fled with the body ef Krishnaji alone. When thls youth is sleeping, or 
playing tenuls, or speeding about in his automobile, the Lord will be- 
take hinself to the bodies of others. George Arundale will be one, we 
haven't the least doubt, and his influence may even estend to Fritz 
Kunz. There will be a continuous day and night show, with matinee 
for the ladies. Now that we have so long been fed on Krishnaji con- 
sotimé, isn't it nearly time for the fish? 


Jubilee Convention, The Jubilee Convention of the T. S. helt in 
December at Adyar is described in articles and letters in the February 
Vheosophist und Me March Messenger. These papers are entirely given 
over to the usual personal items, neotheosophicn] writers seeming in- 
capable of getting beyond personalitles, It would be difMentt Indeed to 
find what they are jubilating ubout, unless it be over Desant, Lens- 
beater, Krishnaji, Warid Religion, Second-Adventism and the rape of 
Comasonry, as there Is not a word about the fiftieth anniversary of the 
T. S. und the name of II. P. Blavatsky does not appear anywhere. We 
fo, it is ifue, fenrn many interesting things about the decay of the 
1. S. Naturally Mrs, Resant comes in for a large part of the talk, and 
in The Theosaphtyt she keeps herself from being forgotten by a series 
of photographs, all more or less ugly, and we find a new pleture of 
Mephisto Leadheater. A. F. Warrlugton tells us in Zhe Messenger what 
we already know, that Mrs. Besant is a “good mixer,” She has mixed 
Theosophy, Catholicism, Masonry and general damfoolishness lu auch a 


fashion thal not even the Lard Maitreya could unseramble them And 
the evidence ls ta be seen in these papers. 

Uniform of a Christian Soller. 4-George S. Arundale, Bishop, Arhat 
and Apostia, tells his brethren In The Theosuphist (December, page 322): 
“F go forth into the world wearing, us the Lord Stiri Krishna Ourist has 
liidden me, the Uniform of Tits Christian army, aa in other tries ther 
respective ofiicer-pri¢xis wear their own distinctive roles.” Just what 
the Lord bade George wear may he seen iu the picture facing page H3 
of Tho Herault of the Star for September, 1925. The only injunction as to 
dress which we have from Christ ts; “Take no thought tar the body, 
what ye shall put on.“ Possibly an exception hus been made in the case 
of George, bul One wonders what in the deuce such & preposterous head- 
Tig can have to do with religion, and especially wilh the religivn of 
Christ. One cannot help thinking that George feels a Wit foolish, and is 
constrained to mike an apology for appearing in public wearing en hornet’s 
nest on his head, and tries to throw the responsibility on his Lont ‘This 
reminds me of Mark Twain's apology, that it he is a fual, IL waa God 
who made him one, In the present case I am disposed to Mink that It 
was neither God nor Christ who made George a foul, unt tno deeply 
drinking at the well of idiocy presided over by Mephista Lendbester. I 
have but one feeling of anxiety; how is George to bow In prayer and keep 
his hornet's nest fram falling off?

Ing to the March Messenger (page 219), nearly 200, ‘The . S. members 
loyal tu the ancient ideals therefore outnumber the Besantlies Ihren to 
one. This encouraging condilion Is largely due to the efforts of one man, 
the General Secretary, A. E. S. Smythe, who would not qnit the Society 
because he objected to the adyat emanations.

ZIANG SUN WAN 


In January, 1919, in Washington, D. C., Dr. Wong, Direc- 
tor of the Chinese Educational Mission, his secretary and a 
clerk were found shot to death in the Mission office. Shorth 
thereafter a young Chinese student, Ziang Sun Wan, was 
arrested on suspicion of having committed the murders, was 
tried, found guilty by the jury, and sentenced to death. Wan's 
energetic attorney succeeded in getting the verdict reviewed 
by the United States Supreme Court, with the result that this 
court of last appeal ordered a new trial, this order being handed 
down only two days before the date set for the excention, 
In the decision, written by Mr, Justice Brandeis. ik was shawn 
that Wan had been subjected to the most outrageous third 
degree methods by the Washington police, consisting in inflict 
ing excruciating mental torture protracted for eleven days 
almost without interruption, the victim being given little rest 
ar sleep, until he was io a state of complete nervous and 
physical collapse. In this condition the distracted victim was 
forced to sign an already prepared confession, aud at the Irial 
this confession was produced in court to influence the jury 
against him. Justice Brandeis said in part: 

On the eighth day the neeisalory questioning took a more exeruci 
ating form. A Afectivo was in atientanee throughout the day. Wan was 
taken from the Hotel Dewey to the mission. 

There continuously for 10 hours this man was Ted from thor to Noor 
minutely to examine and re-examine the scene of the triple murder, and 
every object connected with iL to give explanations and te answer tues- 
jimms. The plaees where the dond men were discovered, the reveloer 
with which presumably the murder was commilleds the Womtisinins, and 
the flngerprinia therean; the bottle: hates in the walls, the disetinrged 
cariridges found on the Noor, the clothes of Ure murdered men, Ihe cont 
and pillow which had been found covering the dead men’s faces, photo- 
graphs taken by the police of the men as they lay dead; dows aud win 
dows through which the murderer Mien have entered or nine bis 
escape; photostatie copies of writings by whirt it was thought to prove 
that Wan was implicated in a forgery incident to the murder, sll these 
were shown to him. 

Every supposed fact ascertained by the detectives in the course of 
their investigations was related to him. Conecrning every object, every

Vn the ninth day, af 20 minutes past 5 in the morning. Wan was 
laten fran the mission te the statinn Louse and placed formally under 
arrest. Thore the jiterpogatioy Was prompily resumed, Again the 
deloctices were in aAtlendagee day soul evening, plying their questions; 
arti With the prisoner and urging hin lo confess lest his brother 
bè dermed gullly of the erlme Still the statements secured falled to 
avilaty tho detectives’ craving fur evidence, 

On the tenth day Way was again taken te the mission, was again 
questioned fur hours, and there the whale Una was again talked of and 
emelni. Ou the eleventh day a formal ioterrugation of Wan was ann- 
dueied af Lhe station housa hy the detectives in the presence of a sten- 
HET PON, 

On the ground that the confession was extorted by force, 
wud that it Was introduced at the trial notwithstanding the 
provision of the Constitution that no person can in a eriwinal 
case bw vequived to be a witness against himself, the verdict 
was annulled and a new trial was ordered. 

This second trial, with as much testimony as the Govern- 
ment emild muster, but minus the forced confession, resulted 
in leu af the jury being for acquittal and two Tor conviction. 
Thoercupon after a considerable lapse of lime, bringing the 
case into the present year, a third trial again resulted in a 
hnug inry, tine being for acquillal and three for conviction. 
Under our legal system there are only two alternatives in 
such a case, One is to have new trial after new trial until a 
jury ean be found which will be unanimous in one sense or 
the other; the other is for Lhe stale (o abandon its effort to 
secure convielion and to qaash, or tulle pros the indietment 
and Lo discharge the defendant, In the present instance the 
(miled States District attorney had regretfully to confess that 
he was unable lo produce any new evidence and that there 
wis ho greater prospeet of hanging Wan than in the two 
previous trials. Whereupon the District Supreme Court, on 
June ülh, declared the affair closed and directed the liber- 
ition of the prisoner. 

This young wan, theo, aged about twenty-two at the time 
of his arrest, was hell in prison for seven-and-a-half years, 
escaped hanging by only two days, after æ conviction brought. 
ahout through the raseality of the police and the illegal use 
of a confession extorted from a man in a state of nervous, 
mental and physical collapse through torture, and with the 
connivanee of the District attorney and the consent of the 
court, buth of whom should have known better, it would seem,

and finally, after two further fuliie attempts to fasten the 
crime upon him, was set at liberty after the District attorney 
had to confess that despite all his efforts to get hun exeented 
he was unable to do so, 

Ziang Sun Wan is now at last free, not exonerated, hut 
still under the suspicion of having committed a crime which 
could not be proved against him. Seven-and-a-half years 
have been snipped off his life by the state, and when the 
state is unable to produce any tangible evidence of gnilt whieh 
would convince a jury, he is allowed ta go his way withoul 
one cent of compensation for the injury which has heen 
done him. 

There arc several thoughts which may arise in the mind 
of a plain-thinking person in this connection. 

The first is, the question of capital punishment itself. 
Capital punishment differs from other fonts ef punishment in 
that it eannot be annulled if it shonld be found that the con- 
viction was an error. A live prisoner can he discharged if 
found innocent, but there is no bringing a corpse to life. It 
is a not infrequent occurrence that a person convieted of 
murder has been exonerated hy the discovery of fresh evi- 
dence, by the dying confession of the netual murderor. Vor 
one such case which comes to light probably there are several 
others which are never discovered, Circumstantial evidence 
plays a large part in convictions for murder, and it is only 
occasionally that there are actual witnesses of the act. Valu— 
able as circumstantial evidence may be, it can never umaunt 
to positive certainly, althongh there comes a point where it 
is treated as if it were such, Probahly some of us have been 
in situations where, in case of the sudden death of a person in 
whose company we had been, a fairly strong presumplion of 
our being the murderer inight be made out against us. A 
friend of mine, who happened to be a chemist and conversant 
with such matters, told his wife of a certain subtle poison 
which could not be detected. She in turn repeated the matter 
to ber friends, and ultimately the story came back to him in 
the form that she had accused him of threatening to use this 
poison on her in order to get rid of her. Had she died sud- 
denly without visible cause, and had there been a quire! or 
ii-fecling between them, many a jury would have heen will- 
ing to send him to the gatiows on snch circnmstantial evidence. 

The second thought; the persistence with wineh the paliec 
resort to what are practically third degree methods in order 
to extort canfessions or get evidence, ven where physical 
force is not employed, there is mental torture, bullying, threat- 
ening, worrying the victim to distraction, personal abuse of 
one sort or another which tends to place the subject in a con- 
dition where it is impossilile to answer questions deliberately, 
the suspected person being put through a sort of trial with- 


uut benefit of counsel. In no case should this be permitted, 
Most uf all not in eases involving a capital offeuse, aud no 
such heaving should be letd exeept in the presence of a duly 
«uhdified attorney who will protect the interests of the person 
under examination Quite the sume applies lo hearings con- 
ducted by the prosecuting attorney. It is claimed that results 
cannot be obtained by acling courteously, The faet is that 
both pulice anil prosecuting attorney are atximis Lo make nut 
a case. Witness the revolting expressions of the hope of heng 
abla to hang the defendant which were indulged in by the 
notoious Crowe of Chicago in a recent Tamous case, and 
by others of his sort, The prosecuting attorney is imove often 
than not an aspirant for political honors, and here the scalps 
in his belt count, while the police ave expected to cuteh the 
offender, to produce somebody on when the blame can be taid, 
and {heir promotions, loo, often depend on their success in 
vetting somebody hung. 

Yue third thought is the Injustice of admitting such 
forced evidtenee in court, not only in contravention of the 
comstitutional proviso that yo one shall be eaupelled tu testify 
against himself, but without any inquiry on the part of the 
court as lo whelher such confession ts voluntary or forced. 
That the Districl attorney in the Wan case did this may be 
natural enough, bul that the court permitted it is simply 
astounding, and is an indication of how loose judges may 
suinetines be in their methods of administering justice. 

The fourth thought; the absurdity of the present system 
of wud by jury. ‘welve men, usually of no particular pre- 
eminenco in Knowledge or intelligence, with no training in the 
psychology of criminals or witnesses, and as open to emotional 
waves as a sinner al a camp meeting, are made to listen to an 
array of evidence pro and con which no mortal could remem- 
bev; they are then battered by the attorneys on both sides, 
with the certainty that in questionable cases the best talker 
is likely to be the most persuasive, and that one, except in 
the case of weallhy defendants who can hire the best legal 
talent, is Lhe prosecuting attorney; and finally, the locking up 
of the jury tll it has come to a decision or given up doing so, 
the weaker oes usually succumbing in the end lo the per- 
suusion of the stronger. There is something bizarre in the 
syslen Whiel permils a man to be tried over and over, even 
if bul ene of the twelve jurors thinks him guilty. Certainly 
even su sitili & presumption of innocence should prevent the 
possibility of a second trial on a capital indietinent. 

The fifth; permitting a suspected person to be prosecuted 
by a trained state’s attorney who generally has a personal 
interest in eouvicting hint rather than a sincere desire to get 
al the truth, and leaving it to the defendant to hire at his own 
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expense, if he can, an equally competent advocate, or else ta be 
hanged if he cannot. The system by which the whole power 
of the state is arrayed against the often helpless individual, 
its determination to prove him guilty and to punish him, often 
to the extent of deprivin bim of his life, instead of helping 
him to clear himself, is a monstrous satire on our intelligence 
nnd onr civilization. Read the almost daily narratives of haw 
our Department of Justice, defeated in its attempts to prove 
someone guilty, tries appeal after appeal in order to stierood 
in this if possible, and one is almost inclined to think that 
the function of the state is not to protect, but to destroy. The 
syatem by which the state employs an equally competent pub- 
lie defender at its own expense, rational and suecessful as it 
has proved to be, gains ground with surprising slowness, 
and there is evidence that one source of the opposition is the 
prosecuting attorney, whose reputation is built on the wrecks 
of others’ lives. 

The sixth thought is; that nowhere is there any provis- 
ion made for the monetary compensation of those who have 
been unjustly imprisoned, either before or after trial, That 
Ziang Sun Wan, for instance, should have been kept in prison 
for seven-and-a-half years and then have been discharged 
without the possibility of securing damages, is the grossest 
sort of injustice. This is but one instance of what gecurs by 
thousands every year, and there is not a voice raised against 
it. Knowing that the stute will not have to pay damages if 
it has made a mistake the legal authorities potter along with 
their cases, knowing that nobody but the defendant suffers. 
If the state were liable for every day an innocent person is 
held and kept from his proper pursuits they might be more 
willing to promote that speedy justice which is regarded as 
one of the chief preventives of crime. 

It is stated by a writer in a leeal paper that Ziaug Sun 
Wan's friends believe that “his case is destined to become a 
classic in the annals of American criminal jurisprudence. 
They contend that it exemplifies every evil in criminal prn- 
cedure from third-degree methods, search without warrant, 
abuse of circumstantial evidence, suppression, distortion, de- 
struction and withholding of evidence tending to exonerate 
the accused, manipulation of witnesses, indefensible delsys, 
and the destructive methods of penal administration,” and it is 
proposed to make it the starting point for a sweeping investi- 
gation of the administration of criminal justice in the United 
States. Let us hope that it may be so-

There is only one Ite 
nigger hoy lelt oul of G. W. Mead's tong list! Upon him fests the mon 
strons cult revived im our day in favor of Mr, J. Krishooniurti, 

Esoterie Christionity (page 132, London edition) gives the official 
stamp to this theory and iransforms It into the Theosophy which the 
present generation is expected to believe, Mrs Besayjt's words are as 
follows: “A might Son of God’ was to take fesh upon earth, a supreme 
‘Yeacher, full of grace and truth . . . for Hin was needed an earthly 
tubernaele, a hunan form, the Hody of a man, and who so fit to yield hirs 
buy in glad and willing service)? . The man Jesus yielded him- 
self a willing sucrifice . . . to the Lord of Love, who look unto Hiin- 
ell that pure furta as tabernacle, and dwelt therein for three years of 
mortal life.” 

The sole source of this doctrine can be found in the teachings of 
Ceriuthus, the socalled Gnostic, whose system is lucidly explained by 
the escellent Musheim. I extract the following passage: 

“He taught that the Creatur of this world, whom he considered alse 
as the sovereign and law.giver of the Jewish people. was a being endowed 
with the greatest virtues, and derived bis birth from the Supreme God: 
fiat this heing fell, by degrees, from his native virtue and his primitive 
clignity: thal the Supreme God, in consequence of this, determined to 
destroy his empire, and sent upon earth, fur this purpose, one of the 
ever bappy and glorious aeons, whose name was Christ: that this Christ 
chuse for his babitation the person of Jesus, a man of the ost illus- 
triows sanectily and justice, the son of Josepl: and Mary, and. descending 
in the forut of a dove, entered into him while he was receiving the 
baptism of John in the waters of Jordan; that Jesus, after his union 
with Christ, opposed himself with vigour to the God of the Jews; and 
was, by bis instigation, seized and crucified by the Hebrew chiefs; that 
when Jesus was tuken captive, Christ ascended ud on high, so that the 
man Jesus alone was subjected to the pain of an ignominious death.”

We conclude therefore that the Theosophical Society has been de- 
celved fur well nigh twenly-five years into the belief that there was a 
well established Gnostic “faith forgotten“ and that this was the true form 
of Christianity, Upon thts delusion, now briefly exposed, resis the 
Krishna Christ fraud of December 28, 1925. í hope the T. S. and the 
Christian Church will give Mrs. Besant a stern answer, and that swiftly!

More Letters from the Masters 
Letters from the Masters of the Wisdom, Second Series.

Mr. C. Jhmarajadasa, in addition to his duties us Vice-President of 


the Theosophical Society, as traveling lecturer and as one of the Twelve 
Apostles who are Knights in waiting to Mr. Krishnamurti, finds time to 
rummage through the archives at Adyar and to unearth much interesting 
mutter bearing on the early history of the Society. In the present volume 
he has given us a second series of Letters from the Musters of the Wis- 
im, whieh is in sume respects even mate tnteresting than the first series, 
which now ranks as a theosophical classic. 

The First Section cousisis, with two exceptions, of letters recelved 
by Colonel Olcott in 1875-76, while he was still in America, from the 
Muster Serapis. This Master, whose name is not wigelx known among 
theosophisis, was associated with iha Brotherhood of Lusbr., and was 
known also un Serapis Bey and as the Mahn Sahib, His letlors are of 
mich interest as bearing on the early days of the T. 8, and upon the 
character and sufferings of H. P. Blavatsky. His style is bighty char- 
acioriatic nwl wholly different from that of the other Masters, Jt is 
marked by its kindly and gentle spirit, a spürt orf exhortation rather 
than of command, amd by his constant injunction to Olvott ta iwr.” We 
learn from these Jetters that the Masters desired to interest » young 
spiritualist qditer, Elbridge Gerry Brown, in the Movement, aud it was 
evidently hoped that he would play an imporignt role, und would be ane 
of iis threw orlginaturs. In this, however, he failed them, as did many 
another. Of Mr. Brown H. P. B. said in ane of her seraphooks: “The 
man might have become a Power but preferred to remain an Ass. De 
guktibna von disputandum est.” 


Spenking of li P. u the Master Serapis says zu One letter (page 36): 
“O pour, poor Sister! Chaste aid pore Soul- earl shut inside an 
outwardly coarse nalure, Help her to throw off that appenrauce af 
assume roughness, aud uny uve might well be dagzled by the divine 
Light concealed under such a bark. . . Walch øver her, Brother 


mine--forgive her vutburstings of passion, be policel, merent, and 
charity bestowed on anuther win retum to thee a hundedfoſd nobviy.” 


One exception in Section I is the famous French letter received in 
1870 by U. F. Mes aunt, Madame PusiGef, at Odessa, and relating to 
OL. It was trom K. H. and untedates bis letters to Sinnett by eleven 
years. Mr. Jinatajadasa gives a photograph of the letter, whieh is ip the 
characteristic script of K. II. 

The other exeepiton is a letter written by Tookaram Taiya in Bomhay 
to Col, Olcott in Adyar in 1883. On the blank side of the sheet ts written 
a communication by Master K. II., in his characteristic seripl It affords 
nur of the must convinelig proofs of the possibility of precipitating « 
cominunication an a sealed letter while in transit in the mail, other 
examples of whieh Cal. Olcott Ras given in Old Diary Lores, vul. 1 A 
photograph is given. 

Seetlon II consists mostly of letters received by Olvote during 1879-84 
from Serapis, M. and K. II., with ane from Hilarion. As indicating the 
opinions of these Masters regarding Olcott, his strong and weak tralis, 
they are must interesting and instructive, One brief letter, signed by 
Serupis aud addressed nud initialed by Moryn, says curtly;

Section III consists of letters from Morya and Koot Heomi to the 
Indian chelas Ramaswamier, Chatlerjee and Pillai; Scetion IV of letters 
from the same to same German theosophists, while Section V contains 
other letters Irom M. and K. II. One of Ure most interesting of these 
is a scorching and highly churacteristic letter from Morya to "Edm, W. 
Fern, Fey, F. T. S., which will serve to enliguten tose who have 
puzzled over the Fern“ of The Makale Letters to A. P. Sinnett. 

Finally there is an appendix containing articles on the Masters re- 
printed from Thr Theosophist and which wiil be found in Fire Years of 
Theosophy. ‘hese articles and the FPadGef letter mentioned above are 
the only inmaterial in the volume which has appeared in print before. 

Mr Jinarajadasa has provided photographs of a number of the het 
ters, has made copious explanatory footnwtes to each, and has prefaced 
many of them with a foreword. In general his footnotes and other oluci- 
Amory editorial matter are interesting and helpful, and are apparently 
mast conscientiously prepared. 1 must, however, take excepilon tu his 
remarks about Willlam Q. Judge, hut to these I shall return elsewhere. 
li is also to be regretted that he has omitted portions of letters al times, 
wn the plea that the subjevi was of too personal a nature. On the whole 
it way be said that the work is creditably performed, that the origina: 
letters are of greal value, and that the book is worthy of standing be 
side The Muhatma Letters to Sunett as a classic. One cannot help 
wondering how it is that Mr. Jinarajadasa, with his seemingly high 
deference for the early teachings of the Masters, can make hituself a 
party to propagating the utterly conflicting notions of Ce neo theosnpllets. 

Attention must be called to Mrs. Nesant’s “Foreword,” without which 
no book by C. J would be complete. It eunsists of twelve lines and 
begins: “J am privileged to introduce to the world this priceless booklet 
wi Letters from the Eider Brothers, Who were the true Founders of the 
Theosophical Society, . . ." One must not forget Mrs. Besant’s insult 
ty the Masters in refusing all recognition to The Mahatma Letters to A. P, 


Sinnett, which is a hundred Umes more priceless even Lhan this. Was It 
because their editor did not usk ter to write the Fureword.“ or because 
they were published without her permission? These twelve lines have 
served to get Mrs. Besant's name on the title page and will help to sett 
the book, But to true theosophists, who know how she has betrayed her 
teacher H. P. ., aud these very same Masters, they will savor more of 
hypocrisy than of commendation,
